Senator Testifies Aid to 
Stevens Used Threats,| 
Salesmanship,’ Talked 
of Harm to Cohn.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
~Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, swore today 
that Army counselor John G. 
Adams tried to blackmail him 
out of calling Army Loyalty 
Board members before him for 
cuestioning about Communism, 
“graft and corruption.” 

McCarthy said Adams used 
“a combination of salesmanship 
and threats” in a three-hour 
talk at McCarthy’s Washington 
apartment on the night of last 
dan, 22. 

And, McCarthy said, Adams 
made it “very, very clear” that 
if the investigation were not 
called off an unfavorable report 
about Roy M. Cohn, 27-year-old 
chief counsel to the McCarthy 
subcommittee, would be made 


public. 
At that time, McCarthy said, 


“they had not thought up” the 
charges subsequently filed 
against McCarthy, Cohn and 
Francis P. Carr, staff director 
for the subcommittee. 

‘Wouldn’t Be Blackmailed.’ 

“T told him we.just would not 
be blackmailed,” McCarthy 
swore. 

This afternoon, McCarthy said | 
he believes Secretary of the | 
Army Robert T. B. Stevens was | 
“mousetrapped” into making the | 
charges against McCarthy and 
his aids and, if Stevens had a 
“strong character,” he would row 
admit he was mistaken and drop 
the charges. 

McCarthy, under cross-exami- 
nation, said he believes Stevens 
is “essentially and fundamental- 
ly” a truthful and honest man, | 
and a “good, loyal honest Amer- 
ican.” 

Expressing the opinion that 
Stevens was ‘“mousetrapped,” 
McCarthy said he felt the Army 
Secretary “finally succumbed” to 
pressures, possibly from Demo- 
cratic leaders. 

In swift recital of his relations 
with Secretary Stevens and Ad- 
ams, McCarthy also testified: 

1. Stevens and Adams sought 
to divert his subcommittee from 
its investigation of Reds in the 
Army and suggested to him at 
Nov. 6 Pentagon luncheo

was any strike in the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co. (at 
St. Louis) during 1943 as Sen- 
ator McCarthy stated.” 

The firm formerly was headed 
by Senator Symington. 

Carey said that “out of my in-

He charged that McCarthy 
“has viciously and immorally 
attempted to use the admitted 
Communist, William Sentner, as 
a bludgeon against Senator 
Symington.” 

Sentner, who formerly was 
president of the Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union District 8, embrac- 
ing the St. Louis area, negoti- 
ated with various employers,, in- 
cluding‘ Emerson Electric, be- 
fore the Sentner wing of the 
union was expelled from the 
parent CIO body on charges it 
was Communist dominated. 

“Under the National Labor 
Relations Act, as under the Taft- 
Hartley law today, no employer 
could refuse to negotiate with 
representatives of an accredited 
union,” Carey said. “Symington, 
like other employers, such as 
General Electric Co., Westing- 
house Corp. and Radio Corp. of 
America, engaged in collective 
bargaining with UE as required 


Local’s Anti-Red Record. 

While the national UE was 
a “Communist-controlled organi- 
zation,” “Catey continued, UE 
Local 1102, with which Emerson 
Electrie negotiated, “had a long 
record: of anti-Communism and 
opposition to Red leaders like 
Sentner. He said that an anti- 
Communist opposition candidate 
to Sentner in 1941 had the sup- 
‘port of the Emerson Electric 
local and through the years the 
local continued to be anti-Com- 
munist, becoming one of the 
founding locals of the anti-Com- 
munist IUE-C1IO. Sentner was 
expelled from membership in 
the local in 1948, he said. 

“Senator McCarthy’s charge 
of a ‘deal’ in 1943 with monthly 
payments by Symington to Sent- 
ner is~provably false,” Carey 


said.

Skies in the St. Louis area 
have been full of sound and fury 
lately, but it signifies little or 
nothing insofar as spelling the 


end of the drouth is concerned, 
Harry F. Wahlgren of the 
Weather Bureau said today. 

It will take more than a few | 
showers and _ thundershowers, | 
however spectacular, Wahlgren 
declared, to make up for the 
fact that this region is nearly a 
full year’s normal rainfall short 
of what should have fallen since 
Jan. 1, 1952. 

He pointed out that the deficit 
has mounted in recent days de- 
spite superficial precipitation, | 
and much lightning and. crack- 
ing of thunder. For the first 
nine days of June, rainfall was 
.86 imches against a normal of 
1.17. Through yesterday the 
shortage for the year was more 
than seven inches. 

The Weather Bureau's 30-day 
forecast, issued from Washing- 
ton early this month, indicated 
the outlook was for more rain 


| tral region, including St. Louis. 


Comparison with last year, 
driest in St. Louis history, is not 
reassuring. The period Jan. 1- 
June 9 of 1953 had nearly five 
inches more rain than the same 
period this year. This year has 
been cooler, Wahlgren conceded, 
with only one 90-degree day so 
far compared with a dozen of 
90 or higher in 1953. 

Wahigren said the fact that 
this year so far is even drier 
than last “doesn’t mean a thing” 
as an indicator of whether or 
not 1954 will continue dry. He 
said nobody can foresee what 
will happen, but cited this rec- 
ord of the past: 

The average annual rainfall 
for St. Louis over 118 years is 
39.17 inches. Last year's record 
low was 22.98. The year before 
was 26.70. Totaling it up, the 
shortage through yesterday was 
35.87 inches, close to a year's 
supply. 

“We need a lot of good, steady 
rain to make up for that,” the 
weather expert said. “The sub- 
soil is still dry.”

Welch replied: 

“Mr. McCarthy, I will not dis- 
cuss this with you further... . 
You have brought it out. If 
there is a God in heaven, it will 


ahy good. I will not discuss it 
further. I will not ask Mr. Cohn 
ahy more questions.” 

Before this exchange, Welch 
had been leading Cohn through 

an account of dinners at New 
York City night spots on nights 
when Schine had been excused 
from training duty at Fort Dix, 
N. J., for the expressed purpose 
of helping Cohn on subcommit- 
tee business. 

Cohn said Schine had attend- 
ed no parties at the Stork Club 
or at Sardi’s with him. 

Tells of Evening Out. 

But under questions, Cohn told 
of going with Schine and two 
girls on Jan. 10. Army witnesses 
already had testified that on that 
date Schine had been excused 
from kitchen police duty, at 
Cohn’s request, to de “commit- 
tee work.”

The opening of the fifth an- 
nual Westborough Round Robin 
golf tournament today found the 
nationally-known men and wom- 
en amateurs in varying degrees 
of readiness. 
Mary Lena Faulk, the United 
States woman amateur champion 
from Thomasville, Ga., was a lit- 
tle worn after a trying experi- 
ence in another round robin 
event—the Triangle, last week 
at Hot Springs, Va. 

Everything “sort of went 
black” for her there, Miss Faulk 
said. The Triangle tournament 
was played.in extremely cold 
weather and on a tough course, 
the Cascades at Hot Springs. On 
one day when the field had to 
play 36 holes it was particularly 
rough. 

As a result, Miss Faulk de- 
parted that round robin experi- 
ence not knowing, or apparently 
caring, just where she finished 
in a field of 14 professional 
women players and two ama- 
teurs. 

But the Cascades was an ex- 
tremely difficult course. Here 
this week, the national champion 
will have a chance to change her 
opinion of round robin events, 
which so far she rates only as 
“something different, anyway.” 
The Westborough event for nine 
selected women players has been 
popular with visitors since its 
inception. 

Baxter in Great Form. 

Miss Faulk played a practice 
round yesterday in 76 strokes, 
five over women’s par. But the 
big news of the practice day was 
a five-under-par 64, turned in 
by Rex Baxter Jr., 18-year-old 
University of Houston (Tex.) 
freshman. 

Baxter, who has been a teen- 
age sensation this season and 
last, had an eagle and three bir- 
dies for a five-under-par 30 on 


‘the front nine. He birdied the | 


tenth to be six under and then 
finished the back side in 34, 
which is even par. 

The shorts-wearing youth this 
past winter won a minor circuit 
tournament (Laredo, Tex.) at 36 
holes over some name profes- 
sionals, and last year copped two 
of the three major United States 
tournaments for juniors. He 
looks ready to make a good bid 
here. 

But there were many name 
players in the 16-man field, in- 
cluding the 24-year-old Arnold 
Palmer, Wake Forest graduate 
from Youngstown, Pa, This son 
of a veteran Latrobe (Pa.) pro- 
fessional is one of the country’s 
most promising players.

Both Palmer and Baxter will

Westborough’s 5695 yards do 
not offer any problem in length 
but as Baxter remarked, it is a 
fairly tricky small course.

The round robin, as the golf 
public is coming to learn, is 
played ona point basis. A player 
accumulates plus or minus points 
according to the way his medal 
score compares with others in 
his group in a given round. The 
cumulative points determine the 
winner. 

Here this week the women 
will play four rounds, finishing 
Saturday morning with a single 
round. They plan 36 holes to- 
morrow. The men play five 
rounds, starting with a single 
round, continuing with another 
18 holes tomorrow, 36 Saturday 
and then 18 Sunday.

The Marshall islands, midway 
between Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines, came under United States 
control in the war 10 years ago.

The islands are low 
coral atolls with a population 
of about 11,000. 

Moved From Homes. 

Natives of Bikini and Eniwe- 
tok atolls were uprooted in 
1946-7 to make way for atomic 
experiments. In the March 1 
blast the 82 persons on Ronge- 


lap and 154 on Utirik were, ex- 


'Ejit in the Majuro atoll. 


posed or endangered to such 
an extent that they were re- 
moved from their home atolls. 
The Utirik people have gone 
back, but the Rongelapers must 
wait a year—until their atoll 
is considered safe. 

Anjib, a Rongelap leader, de- 
scribed the March 1 explosion: 

“First saw light, then smoke. 
Smoke went up, up and right 
through the clouds. Later heard 
and felt blast. Wind so strong 
some people fell down. It 
banged doors.” 

Of the 82 Rongelapers, about 
45 suffered radiation burns. 
Many of these were slight. One 


man, Toma Naril, still has a bad | 


burn on the back of his right 
ear. He was fishing in a canoe 
when the ash began falling. 


A few days after exposure, 
some of the residents began 
losing their hair. Three days 
after the blast a destroyer ar- 
rived to take them off the atoll. 
The evacuation from Rongelap 
and Utirik was completed in 
two days. 

The affected people received 
medical assistance here on the 
Kwajalein atoll. A top medical 
team was flown from the United 
States, arriving March 10. 


In April a survey party vis- 
ited the two affected atolls. It 
was decided the Utirik people 
could return home, with ade- 
quate water and food supplies 
to be furnished them. 

It was determined the Ronge- 
lap people would have to stay 
off their atoll for a year. They 
will live, meantime, on 14-acre

As far as red meats are con- 
eerned, you will find the best 
values in the forequarter cuts of 
all meats. In beef, it is ground 
beef or chuck; in véal, shoulder 
chops and shoulder roasts or 
rolled roasts; in pork, Boston 
butts; in lamb it is still the 
shoulder cuts which offer you 
the most for the least. 

The No. 1 bacon is your best 
value, but it is good news to 
find that the fancy bacon also 
is coming down a bit. There is 
no denying that pork is far too 
high for most of our pocket- 
books. However, in figuring the 
eost on ham don’t forget that 
you’. have no loss, since . the

cherries are now here in car- 
load lots, with just a few home- 
grown sour cherries putting in 
an appearance.

Cantaloupes are very 
reasonable and reasonably de- 
pendable, and you should have 
no difficulty finding honeydews 
or Cfanshaw melons.

Our inadequate supplies of 
ho own strawberries are be- 
ing supplemented with shipped 
ones—but they are far from 
cheap.

There also are scattered sup- 
plies of Beauty plums and dif« 
ferent varieties of grapes, in- 
cluding some perliettes (a small 
white seedless grape). Bananas 
continue to be rather tight. 

There are enough oranges and 
grapefruit to supply demands at 
a fair price, and you can find 
some real bargains in lemons 
this week.

OW let's go down the list of 

végetables and see where we 

can find the best buys. 

Asparagus is a weather prop- 
osition, so it is hard to make 
any predictions. (We are now 
depending upon our homegrown 
supplies.) 

Beans are reasonably priced 
and in good supply with, as we 
mentioned last week, a few wax 
beans around. Homegrown beets 
are becoming a little cheaper 
now. On the other hand, car- 
rots are definitely higher and 
broccoli may advance just a 
bit, although it still will be rea- 
sonable. 

Cabbage is coming in from all 
sections, so it gets the nod of 
approval on both price and 
quality. 

We are depending chiefly on 
homegrown cauliflower and, 
since heavy supplies are ex- 
pected, there is every reason to 
expect it to be a value. 

Corn is coming into St. Louis 
from many sections, making it a 
member of the “good buys” club. 
Which is more than we can 
say for eggplant. 

Endive, escarole and romaine 
are not cheap, but since their 
uses are limited this should not 
be a handicap, particularly since 
iceberg will be a little cheaper 
and there are sufficient supplies 
of leaf lettuce to make it an 
attractive buy. 

There are plenty of green 
onions and red radishes for your 
salad bowl, and some homegrown 
white icicle radishes.

It is always a special meal 
when the family is served their 
favorite chicken pieces, fried to 
golden doneness. In this recipe 
the chicken fries to perfection 
in the oven, leaving the home- 
maker cool and comfortable on 
the warmest evening. The bis- 
cuits, made from packaged biscuit 


with milk, rolling and cutting, 
then they bake in the same bak- 
ing dish in which the chicken 
fried. Saves on dishwashing and 
certainly simplifies service— 
especially if you dine on the 
porch or patio. 

For the rest of the menu, 
add creamed fresh or frozen 
peas (with a dash of curry pow- 
der, if you wish), and an ava- 
cado and tomato salad. For des- 
sert? Pineapple, of course. For 
a “luau” feast teuch, use a fresh 
pineapple, leave the green 
jleaves* on the fruit and cut 
lengthwise. Scoop out the fruit 
from the shells and dice. Serve 
one shell filled with scoops of 
vanilla ice cream or pineapple 
sherbet; the other filled with 
the diced sweetened fruit. 

Chicken Oahu With Biscuits. 

One two and one-half pound 
| chicken, cut up for frying. 

Oahu Sauce: 

One-half cup butter or mar- 
garine.

To prepare chicken for fry- 
ing: Let stand at room temper- 
ature for one-half hour. Remove 
from sauce and reserve sauce 
for* later use. Then dip the 
pieces of chicken in a mixture 
of biscuit mix, salt, pepper and 
paprika to coat well. 

Melt butter in a shallow bak- 
ing dish (9x13x2 inches) in a 
hot oven (425 degrees). Remove 
baking dish from oven and place 
chicken in baking dish. Turn 
pieces to coat with butter. Place 
skin side down in a single layer. 
Bake in a hot oven (425 de- 
grees) for 35 minutes, or until 
tender. Turn chicken. Push 
pieces to one side of dish. 

Combine two cups biscuit mix 
with milk. Knead. Roll dough 
one-half inch thick. Cut biscuits 
and place in bottom of pan with 
chicken. Keep biscuits and 
chicken one layer deep. 

Bake another 15 minutes or 
until biscuits are lightly brown 
and chicken is tender. Heat 
sauce in which chicken was mar- 
inated and serve with chicken 
and biscuits.

One pound “fryer” chicken 
giblets, cooked,

Pour or 
dip off any excess fat, leaving 
two to three tablespoons of fat 
in the skillet. Sprinkle any left- 
over flour over giblets, or if 
none is available, add one table- 
spoon additional flour; stir to 
blend thoroughly. 

Add the one-half cup broth 
and cook, stirring constantly, 
until uniformly thickened and 
mixture boils. Salt to taste. Re- 
move garlic clove, if used. 

Meanwhile, cook the noodles 
in boiling salted water, or follow 
package directions. Drain. Lift 
giblets to warm service dish. 
Blend noodles with the pan 
gravy and arrange around the 
giblets. Garnish with paprika or 
parsley. Yield: six servings. 

*To cook giblets (gizzards and 
heart): If quick-frozen, defrost 
and cook according to package 
directions.

FHA LOAN INQUIRY 
HERE IS BARRED 
BY JUSTICE DEFT. 


|U.S. Attorney Rejects 
Request for Grand 
Jury Study on Canter- 
bury Gardens Pro ject. 


A federal grand jury investi- 
gation of a Federal Housing 
Administration loan made on the 
Canterbury Gardens apartment 
project in University City was 
barred today by the Department 
of Justice. 


United States Attorney Harry 
Richards, who last month re- 
quested permission of his supe- 
riors in Washington to investi- 
gate the loan, made public a let- 
ter received from Ben Brooks, 
chief of the general crimes sec- 
tion of the criminal division of 
the Justice Department. 

Brooks, after reviewing Rich- 
ards’s request and reasons given 
by him for conducting an inves- 
tigation, concluded: 

“We do not believe this mat- 
ter should be submitted for addi- 


tional investigation, or prosecu- 
tion.” 

Richards had recommended 
the investigation, he said, to de- 
termine why the FHA had guar- 
anteed a loan of $3,654,000 on

Brooks’s letter related that the 
actual cost of the project, ac- 
cording to a “non-disclosed con- 
tract,” was about $3,140,000.

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Goonism in St. Louis 
For a long century St. Louis has had the 
reputation of a good city for organized labor. 


Are a few unions going to shatter the record 
and the reputation? 


The new federal grand jury report raises 
that startling question. The jury told Chief 
Judge George H. Moore of the Federal District 
Court that some trade union leaders here have 
misused their power, misled their members and 
helped to drive industry away from St. Louis. 


These charges are leveled generally at only 
a small part of organized labor in St. Louis— 
most specifically at the AFL teamsters and 
sections of the AFL building trades, including 
laborers and pipefitters. But because of the 
damage done by a few men in a few unions, the 
grand jury noted five points of civic danger. 


1. Several union leaders have attempted to 
take law into their own hands with pistol-pack- 
ing goon squads, aimed at their own or other 
unions as often as at employers. 


2. Some union business agents have obtained 
an interest in businesses with which they deal 
as union agents. The jury heard evidence that 
they have used hiring halls to favor some em- 
ployers and punish others and to discriminate 
against their own union members. 


3. Union members have lost real control of 
their funds and accounting is so loose as to 
invite fraud and waste. The jury said some offi- 
cers profit illegally by placement of welfare 
insurance and mentioned other instances of 
alleged misuse of welfare funds. 

4. Businesses employing more than 1000 per- 
sons have recently decided to leave the area 
because of tough labor practices. The jury 
singled out teamsters’ Local 688 for making de- 
mands which left some firms unable to compete. 

5. Too much union power ts concentrated with 
too few men. The jury did not question the 
ability of such powerful officers as Harold J. 
Gibbons of the teamsters, indicted for filing 
false financial statements with the Labor De- 
partment. But the danger of concentrated pow- 
er ought to be especially apparent to labor 
leaders who preach union democracy. 

Nearly a year ago an earlier federal grand 
jury cited St. Louis as a capital of labor racket- 
eering in the construction industry. Since then 


‘38 union leaders or ex-leaders have been indicted 


in eastern Missouri and southern Iilinois. 

Yet the arm of federal law is not long enough 
to deal with the situation. Time and again the 
new grand jury report specifies that malprac- 
tices are not within the scope of federal statutes. 

This is a pointed reminder to local law en- 
forcement, and particularly to Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd. The spadework of the federal 
grand juries should be harrowed and cultivated 
by state action. 

The unions turned inside-out by the grand 
jury have a duty to themselves to sweep their 
records clean. The concentrated and abused 
power of their agents does their members no 
good and harms the public as well. 

Against the background of reasonable labor 
relations and decent trade unionism, St, Louis 
looks upon these few unions without fear but 
with disfavor. 
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Fantastic 

If the question were put as to the responsi- 
bility of the Joint Chiefs of Staff almost every- 
one would know the answer at least in general 
terms. It would be : To advise the President on 
military matters and particularly on informa- 
tion that might relate to the possibility of war 
or peace. 

That is, of course, the primary duty of the 
four Joint Chiefs—the chairman and the three 


‘uniformed service heads—Adm, Radford, Gen. 


Ridgway, Gen. Twining and Adm. Carney. Yet 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch there appeared this 
statement in an article from Washington by 
our military. analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips, retired: 

On the critical issue of going to war, the 
advice of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, by law 
the military advisers to the President, the 
Secretary of Defense and the National Se- 
curity Council, has not been asked. They 
have never taken a position on the subject 
as a body. 

This is nothing short of fantastic. How can 
it possibly be that President Eisenhower has 
not asked the Joint Chiefs what they think 
about the Indochinese war and the danger of our 
involvement in it? How can it be that the Joint 
Chiefs have not taken a stand and have not 
advised the White House what that stand is? 

That is precisely the kind of advice the Joint 
Chiefs were created to give. If they are not to 
be called on to advise on involvement in a 
critical military situation, what are they to ad- 
vise on? How else are they to earn their pay? 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff should either be 
used or disbanded. Our opinion is that right 
now it should be used to help keep the United 
States out of the jungle war in Indochina. 
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From Hanoi to Geneva 

Molotov’s speech at the Geneva conference 
may have dimmed the chances of a diplomatic 
settlement in Indochina, but it would be a mis- 
take to abandon hope as long as France and 
Britain still believe an agreement to be possible. 

French Foreign Minister Bidault told the Na- 
tional Assembly the day after Molotov’s speech 
that there is reason to hope for a successful 
outcome at Geneva. British Foreign Secretary 
Eden is said to have given a similar report to 
the British cabinet last weekend, although he 
described the Molotov speech as containing 
nothing new or helpful. 

In the face of these official French and Brit- 
ish views, not too much weight should be given 
to the anonymous statements of American dip- 
lomats to American reporters which depict the 
conference as blown up already. It may blow up 
in the end, but until it does, only mischief is 
accomplished by the American policy of con- 
sistently, insistently and persistently discount- 
ing the prospects of a negotiated settlement. 

Not the least mischief done is that to mil- 
lions of people around the world this policy 
will appear to confirm Molotov’s propaganda 
line that the United States is “scheming to 
undermine the Geneva conference and extend 
the war in Indochina.” 

There is no question of the immense difficul- 
ties standing in the way of a successful outcome 
at Geneva. Those difficulties reflect the military 
situation in Indochina. The Communists, with 
less military aid from China than France and 
Viet Nam have received from the United States, 
obviously have the preponderance of popular 
support, they control the major part of the 
country, they powerfully threaten Hanoi. The 
Communists would gain little from a cease-fire 
which they do not already have the power to 
take, and so their price for a cease-fire is high. 

Nevertheless the negotiations should go on 
as long as Mr. Eden and such mediators as 
Nehru believe them to be worth while. Mean-

time Americans should remind themselves that 
an admittedly bad situation for the free world 
would be made indefinitely worse by precipitate, 
one-sided American military intervention.

There was so much high drama in Wednes- 
day’s sessions of the McCarthy-vs.-the-Army in- 
vestigation that any adequate comment would 

need to cover many things. It would need to 
include Army Counsel Welch's devastating reply 
to Senator McCarthy’s latest smear, Senator 
Symington’s unaccepted offer to testify under 
oath if Senator McCarthy would sign an agree- 
ment to go before a Senate subcommittee on his 
dubious financial dealings, and the actual com- 
mencement of testimony by Senator McCarthy 
under oath. It would need to include also Sub- 
committee Counsel Jenkins’s virtual announce- 
ment that his hat is in the ring for Senator 
from Tennessee. : 

Mr. Welch's wrathy reply to Senator McCarthy 
came after the Wisconsin Republican accused 
Mr. Welch of trying to “foist” a “member of a 
Communist-front organization” off on the sub- 
committee as a member of its staff. As if he did 
not hear Mr. Welch’s statement of how he ad- 
vised Frederick Fisher of Boston not to become 
a member of the Army counsel team, Senator 
McCarthy, seated only six feet away, repeated 
that Mr. Welch had tried to foist Mr. Fisher 
off on the subcommittee. 

To show his complete disgust with the Wis- 
consin demagogue’s transparent unfairness, Mr. 
Welch immediately ceased his questioning of 
Roy M. Cohn and said he would never forgive 
the Senator for his smear against Mr. Fisher. 
The packed hearing room gave Mr. Welch 
loud and sustained applause and Chairman 
Mundt saw it was useless to try to stop the 
demonstration. 

The so-called “Communist-front organization” 
that Senator McCarthy referred to is the Na- 
tional Lawyers Guild which was formed in 1937. 
The Guild’s organization was announced by the 
late Frank P. Walsh, distinguished Kansas City 
and New York lawyer. Its first president was 
John P. Devaney, onetime Chief Justice of 
Minnesota. The late United’ States Chief Jus- 
tice Stone and many other legal notables have 
spoken before it and Gov. Dewey of New York 
has sent greetings. 

Nearly a year ago Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. went before the rival organization, 
the American Bar Association, and denounced 
the National Lawyers Guild as “Communist- 
dominated and controlled.” He said he proposed 
to place the Guild on his “subversive” list. 

Mr. Brownell presented no proof of his 
startling charge then nor has he since. The 
National Lawyers Guild, whose members have 
included some of the most able practitioners of 
the law, went to court and asked an injunction 
against the Attorney General. More than a 
month ago an injunction was granted by the 
Federal Court of Appeals in Washington. This 
injunction bars Mr. Brownell from blacklisting 
the organization until there is a court review. 

In short, no case has been made. Yet Senator 
McCarthy spouted off as if condemnation had 
been proved and all the organization’s former 

members were established blackguards, No won- 
der Republican lawyer Welch denounced such 
reckless and cruel assassination of character. 

Surely Senator McCarthy has now demonstrat- 
ed completely what he is. No one in full posses- 
sion of himself would do as much day after day 
to disillusion those who have mistakenly been 
his idolatrous followers! 
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Three Times in Six Weeks 

City rubbish collectors have walked out for 
the third time in six weeks, and garbage haulers 
have declined to cross the picket lines set up at 
the municipal garage, from which the two 
groups work. 

The result is that both garbage and rubbish 
are beginning to pile up once again throughout 
the city, a situation that could present a health 
hazard throughout the metropolitan area, unless 
the men return to work. That is the only rea- 
sonable first step toward settling the dispute. 

At the same time union representatives can 
begin anew their discussions with Personnel Di- 
rector R. Elliott Scearce with respect to wage 
rates and hours. That is a fair procedure, a sen- 
sible procedure—one which protects the rights 
of the workers, the city and all its citizens. 
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Mexican Border Health Problem 


The Mexican-United States border, extending 
1600 miles between San Diego, Cal. and Port 
Isabel, Tex., lies wide open for disease to invade 
this nation, according to Victor M. Ehlers, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Sanitary Engineering 
for the Texas State Health Department. In the 
entire state of Texas, tuberculosis has an inci- 
dence of only 56.9 whereas in 11 Texas-Mexico 
border counties the incidence is 210.8. 

“Seeds of tuberculosis, dysentery, plague, 
malaria, smallpox, typhus, polio, venereal dis- 
ease, yellow fever and rabies are left to fester 
and spread among unsuspecting people in Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona and California and their 
neighbors in northern Mexican states,” Mr. 
Ehlers reports. 

Chief carriers of disease, of course, are the 
thousands of poverty-stricken peons who cross 
the Rio Grande—legally and illegally—to follow 
the harvest up and down the river. Ignorant, 
heavily exploited by Americans interested only 
in cheap labor, and without the benefits of the 
most elemental sanitation and health facilities, 
they are a menace wherever they go. 

Mr. Ehlers says that since the border is ad- 
ministered by two national governments it has 
been impossible to carry out a program of effec- 
tive control. He urges a “buffer zone” all along 
the border with competent health and sanitation 
officials representing both countries. It would 
seem that all this suggested by Mr. Ehlers 
might well be taken up by the Joint United 
States-Mexico Migratory Worker Commission 
which is studying the problem ef the migrant 
Mexican worker. A solution is imperative both 
from a health standpoint and for better rela- 
tions between this country and her neighbor. 
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New Score on TV Violence 

Private groups alarmed by violence in chil- 
dren’s television programs have been keeping 
score, to little avail, for several years. Now a 
Senate investigating subcommittee has offered 
its own statistics. 

Richard Clendenen, staff director of the sub- 
mittee, finds that elementary school children 
spend 22 to 27 hours a week peering at TV 
screens. In the New York area, at least, those 
screens portray 12 or more acts or threats of 
violence an hour in children’s programs. 

Mr. Clendenen says this is dismaying. Almost 
anybody would say it is excessive. There is 
room for argument on how much harm such 
programs do children, but the TV industry could 
not argue that they do ehildren any good.

Question Behind Oppenheimer Case Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Critics of ‘security risk’ decision against scientist cannot com- 
plain against methods of security procedure here, writer says; 
this was no smear hearing; case raises fundamental question 
about the principles and standards used for judging loyalty.

Uncertainty characterizes much of 
the editorial and public reaction to the 
findings of the special Personnel Secu- 
rity Board of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission in the case of Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer. Newspapers anxious to 
preserve civil liberties and scientists de- 
voted to freedom of inquiry are at a 
loss to point a way out of the current 
dilemma personified by Dr. Oppen- 
heimer. 


In the 1930s and early ’40s the politi- 
cal innocents of reactionary and con- 
servative persua- 
sion discovered a 
simple explanation 
for high taxes, the 
power of labor un- 
ions, and war— 
“That Man” in the 
White House. More 
recently, the liber- 
al counterparts of 
these political in- 
nocents have. dis- 
covered an equally 
simple and decep- 
tive explanation for 
the contemporary 
curbs on Civil lib- J Robert Oppenheimer 
erties, acts of indi- 
vidual injustice and the atmosphere of 
fear prevalent in the country—*“That 
Man” in Congress. 


Postwar developments have probably 
disillusioned most of those who attribut- 
ed all of their ills and grievances to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. And the Oppen- 
heimer case will have served a con- 
structive purpose if it disillusions those 
who account for the murky climate of 
freedom in the United States today by 
a reference to the clouds of fear orig- 
inating with “That Man” in Congress. 

What the Oppenheimer case demon- 
strates is that the cause of freedom can- 
not be argued in terms of personalities 
and procedures. For the frustration of 
the defenders of Dr. Oppenheimer 
stems basically from the fact that here- 
tofore they have acquiesced in the ob- 
jectives and principles of the various 
programs and legislation which have 
created our present pattern of restraint. 
They have merely quarreled with “the 
procedure” or with “the methods.” 

But in the Oppenheimer case they 
cannot maintain their position by ex- 
pressions of unhappiness over “meth- 
ods.” Here was a case without televi- 
sion cameras, without disgraceful bids 
for personal publicity,. without unin- 


hibited name calling. Here was not a 
sweeping denunciation by “That Man” 
in Congress. 

Here was a qualified, deliberate deci- 
sion reached by a board composed of a 
university president, a former business 
executive and a college professor. And 
the results were still unsatisfactory! 
Why? 

The profound lesson of the Oppen- 
heimer hearings is that the difficulties 
of our time emanate primarily not from 
faulty methods, but from faulty stan- 
dards and faulty criteria of loyalty. If 
a man is a security risk because he con- 
tributed funds to assist the Republican 
Government of Spain during the Span- 
ish Civil War, then Dr. Oppenheimer 
patently is a security risk. It makes 
no difference whether or not the hear- 
ings are conducted publicly by a con- 
gressional committee, or privately by 
“That Man” in GWongress, or, with the 
trappings of judicial due process by a 
college president, a retired corporation 
president and a professor; the verdict 
would be the same in all instances. 

If financial assistance to the forces 
resisting Franco in Spain is accepted as 
evidence of questiormable security status, 


‘then Dr. Oppenheimer’s reliability for 


security purposes has been prejudiced, 
regardless of which combination of 
individuals sits in judgment on him. In 
such circumstances, neither a change of 
cast nor a code of gentlemanly behavior 
for the audience can prevent a tragic 
denouement for the drama. 


The clear implication of the Oppen- . 


heimer case is that advocates of free- 
dom will find it necessary to broaden the 
intellectual foundations of their posi- 
tion. Disagreement with methods, pro- 
cedures and personalities will no longer 
suffice. The genuine disagreement is 
with the tenuous and arbitrary criteria 
for loyalty and security which have 
evolved since the Second World War. A 
defense of freedom grounded in such 
fashion, of course, will also encompass 
et _, distinguished, less in- 

uen an ess Ppular than F 
Oppenheimer. de a 

It must be acknowledged that to 
challenge the standards, the program, 
and the legislation is somewhat less 
safe and respectable than to voice mis- 
givings over the technicalities of pro- 
cedure and the psychopathology of some 
Congressmen. But then American so- 
ciety ordinarily has appreciated attach- 
ment to values of a more inspiring di- 
mension than safety and respectability.

What Earl Warren Took to the Bench 


WASHINGTON. 


N his few months on the Supreme Court new Chief Justice 
Earl Warren has revealed his inclination toward the broad 
political, economic and social progressivism and the humani- 


tarian spirit that characterized 


his long service to his State of 


California and to the Republican party nationally. 


As Governor of California 
and in governors’ conferences 
for years and in the national 
councils of his party, the Chief

Federal Aid Required. 


If one might seek the source 
of his philosophy, it probably 
would be found partly in his in- 
stinctive practicality and com- 
mon sense, which he applied to 
the manifold problems in one 
great state at a time when it 
was mushrooming into a verita- 
ble western empire. It was his 
task to supervise taking care of 
an inundation by migrants from 
other parts of the country, first 
during the depression years and 
then during the Second World 
War—an inundation that flowed 
across California’s borders at a 
great rate. 


Earl Warren found that fed- 
eral help was necessary to de- 
velop the natural resources of 
his state, including utilization 
of water for reclamation and 
electric power, to meet the de- 
mands of this new population; 
as well as for housing the added 
millions and for increasing in- 
come so all could make a living 
and prosper. 


At the Judicial Apex. 


So, at governors’ conferences 
and at national conclaves of his 
party, Gov. Warren was discov- 
ered expounding the philosophy 
of participation by the Federal 
Government, where necessary 
on the churning economic and 
social front, to give a dynamic 
impulse to our expanding econ- 
omy. He was never a narrow 
state-righter, though for state 
action where that was feasible 
and adequate, 


As a governor, Warren was 
with the moderates of his party 
and antagonized the G.O.P. Old 
Guard which, in turn, respond- 
ed by throwing road-blocks in 
the way of his nomination for 
President in 1952. The two 
wings of the party now are 
locked in a combat in a strug- 
gle for control, as we know. 


President Eisenhower was the 
eandidate of the moderates. 
While they are outnumbered in 
Congress, it must be some sus- 
tenance tc them to have aid 
and comfort from the third 
branch of the Government in 
the great white building across 
the piaza from the Capitol—a 


branch over which one of their 
own kind presides. 

The Supreme Court complet- 
ed its first session with Earl 
Warren as Chief Justice and 
recessed for the summer with 
decisions in the Warren mold 
that reinforce the Federal Gov- 
ernment as protector of the 
}general public interest. 


Like a New Dealer. 


There was no connection, of 
course, with that rather dra- 
matic ending and the speech 
the same day by President 
Eisenhower, except that in both, 
and simultaneously, the more 
progressive element of the Re- 
publican party got encourage- 
ment after some cuffing and 
kicking around in recent weeks. 

In his speech at Chestertown, 
Md., the President warned 
against a government that is too 
“busybody,” but at the same 
time proclaimed that it is per- 
fectly proper and necessary that 
government do for us “many 
things that at one time in his- 
tory would have been consid- 
ered reprehensible to our form 
of government, and these things 
are done through terms of legis- 
lation,” 

The President mentioned 
“great social security programs” 
.. + “farm programs to prevent 
the farmer from falling into a 
disaster concerning which he 
could have done nothing by 
himself” .. . “programs for 
eliminating slums from the great 
cities and to make certain that 
every American has a right and 
an opportunity to get a decent 
home.” 


Warren on the Court. 


He continued: “All of these 
things, in health and education, 
everything we do, are proper 
spheres for governmental action 
in working for 160,000,000 peo- 
ple.” 


Shortly béfore that speech, 
there came from the Supreme 
Court the decision, to which the 
Chief Justice subscribed, uphold- 
ing the authority of the Federal 
Power Commission to reach clear 
back to the source, to producers 
of natural gas, to regulate the 
price of that commodity and 
protect 40,000,000 consumers. 
There was also the decision, 
which the Chief Justice wrote, 
sustaining the constitutionality 
of the Lobby Registration Act by 
which the public, as well as Con- 
gress, is informed what inter- 
ests are seeking to influence 
legislation and how much they 
are spending—er, as the Chief 
Justice put it so picturesquely, 
“who is being hired, who is put- 
ting up the money and how 
much.” 

And, a few weeks back, was 
the decision written by the Chief 
Justice, to which the court as- 
sented unanimously, to end seg- 
regation in public schools, and 
then the series. of subsequent 
decisions barring segregation in 
other areas, 

After all, there is some light 
in these troublous times.

LAWS ALONE CANT ASSURE 
JUSTICE, FR. REINERT SAYS 


Man-made laws and sanctions 
will never succeed in establish- 
ing social justice and charity 
unless each person wants to be 
“right with his neighbor,” the 
Rev. Paul C. Reinert S.J., presi- 
dent of St. Louis University, 
said in Cincinnati last night.

REFUGEE PROGRAM 
SPEED-UP EXPECTED 


Security, Red Tape Delay 
Operation—25,912 Cases 
Pending. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's ref- 
ugee relief program, dogged by 
security and red tape delays, 
shows signs of pushing through 
these barriers toward its goal 
of providing a haven for 214,000 
“homeless, persecuted and less 
fortunate.” 

Mr. Eisenhower signed the bill 
into law last Aug. 7. Todate only 
48 persons have been admitted 
to the United States under the 
program. But the total is ex- 
pected to be doubled with the 
arrival in New York this month 
of a ship carrying refugees. 
Representative Javits (Rep.- 
Lib.), New York, told the House 
in March that the admission rate 
verged on a “national scandal.” 
Administrators of the program 
argued it was bound to be a 
slow starter because personnel 
had to be hired, a security sys- 
tem installed and other ground- 
work laid before entries began 
moving at a rapid rate. 

Program Responsibility. 
The Refugee Relief Act auth- 
orizes admission of 214,000 per- 
sons over and above regular im- 
migration quotas for a three- 
year period ending Dec. 31, 1956. 
Six Government departments— 
State, Treasury, Justice, Army, 
Labor and Welfare—were given 
responsibility for the program. 
R. W. Scott McLeod, the State 
Department’s director of secu- 
rity, inspections and consular 
affairs, was named in the act 
as administrator. 

McLeod returned Monday 
from a ttrip, which began last 
April, to the European countries 
in which the program is operat- 
ing. His announced purpose was 
to see what he could do about 
breaking the administrative bot- 
tleneck. 

The 48 refugees admitted to 
date include 27 Italians, three 
Greeks and 18 orphans—11 from 
Germany, three from Greece, 
two from Italy, one from Japan 
and one stateless. 

Provisions of Act. 

The act provides for admis- 
sion of 209,000 refugees. An ad- 
ditional 5000 persons already in 
this country may be given per-

PICASSO PAINTINGS 
OWNED BY RUSSIA 
SHOWN IN PARIS 


PARIS, June 10 (AP) — By 
courtesy of the Kremlin, Paris 
got its first look last night at 
37 paintings—all more than 40 
years old—by Pablo Picasso. 
Ambassador Sergei Vinogradov 
rubbed shoulders with French 
literary and art leaders at an 
exhibit sponsored by Communist 
and left-wing intellectuals. 

The exhibition included 50 of 


Picasso's pictures painted in the 
first 14 years after the Spanish- 
born master arrived in Paris in 
1900. Thirty-seven were sold to 
two wealthy Russians, Stchoukin 
and Moroscov, who assembled 
one of the world’s finest collec- 
tions of modern French art in 
Moscow. They were seized by 
the Soviets in the 1918-19 revo- 
lution. 

Picasso requested the Soviet 
to lend his works to the Paris 
group, to be combined with a 
dozen or so from private French 
collections for the current ex-

Difference Between 


French, U.S. Beef 


By Leonard Hall 


Jc I may be permitted the expression, I got 


quite a bang out of Art Buchwald’s recent 

column, recounting his conversation with Max- 
well Kriendler of New York’s famous “21” res- 
taurant on the sub- 
ject of French 
cooking. There’s no 
doubt that the 
great restaurateur 
knows his wines 
and he may also be 
right about French 
vegetables, fruits 
and greens, as well 
as cheeses, being 
superior to ours. 
I've a_ suspicion, 
however, that the 
proprietor of the 
French restaurant 
who goes himself 
at daylight to the 
farmers’ market 
and selects fruits and vegetables which left the 
farm that morning, has an edge on Mr. Kriend- 
ler who must generally depend on the Rio 
Grande Valley or Florida, both more than 1000 
miles and several days away from Broadway. 
Too often, moreover, our horticultural experts 
develop fruits and vegetables for shipping and 
keeping quality, rather than taste; a fact which 
places the host of “21” under a handicap.

IT IS WHEN Art and Maxwell start talking 
about beef that they fall overboard. In fact, if 
Maxwell says what Art says he says about beef, 
it is well that “21” depends more on its glamor- 
ous atmosphere than its reputation as a gour- 
met’s paradise. Our host criticizes French beef 
because it is grass-fed rather than grain-fed and 
comes up with the remarkable statement that in 
the United States “we feed our cattle grain for 
30 days before slaughter.” 

It would be interesting to hear a comment on 
this from some good Corn Belt feeder who has 
been pushing along a bunch of prime 2-year-old 
steers on 16 pounds of corn a day for anywhere 
between six months and a year. Or for that 
matter, from a top-notch grassland farmer who 
consistently ships fat 3-year-olds from his pas- 
tures which grade choice in the St. Louis or 
Chicago markets. Finally, I'd enjoy seeing the 
reaction of his patrons when Mr. Kriendler 
started feeding them rare filet mignon from 
beef animals fattened for only 30 days. Here- 
with, then, is an elementary lesson in what 
makes good beef; both for Art Buchwald whose 
jolly jowls proclaim him something of a trench- 
erman—and for Maxwell Kriendler whose liveli- 
hood depends in some measure on his knowl- 
edge of this important subject.

FRENCH BEEF CATTLE, it is true, are gen- 
erally fattened on grass rather than grain. This 
is primarily a matter of necessity and secon- 


darily one of choice. The famous Charollaise 


beef cattle of France, huge animals of a creamy 
white or mouse color, have been bred for cen- 
turies for their ability to fatten on grass. Their 
meat is somewhat different from that of our 
British breeds — Hereford, Angus and Short- 
horn—in that they build only a thin layer of 
tallow under the hide, but marble the fat all 
through the lean meat. One reason French beef 
doesn’t compare favorably with ours is that in 
France beef cattle are scarce, pasture is scarce, 
and the animals are seldom brought to a high 
finish before they go to market. 

Another reason why French beef seldom 
“pleases the American palate is that, while it 
may not be aged long, it is often quite gamy 
when it goes into broiler, skillet, kettle or stew 
pan. There it is apt to be over-cooked and its 
inferior taste and quality disguised by an art- 
fully flavored sauce. The reason for this, quite 
frankly, is that few French abbatoirs, markets 
or restaurants have the cooling and and refrig- 
eration equipment which are standard here in 


America. 
x * * 


ONE THING TOO SELDOM realized by even 
the quantity buyer of beef is that quality starts 
with the animal on the hoof. In other words, 
you can take a Jersey heifer or an Ozark “yel- 
low hammer” of doubtful parentage and feed it 
until it is ready to burst—and it still won't 
grade choice or prime. You get good beef by 
starting with a good beef-type animal—and then 
finishing it out properly. 

Starting with an animal of good beef type, 
the cattleman can follow several roads to the 
production of the kind of beef you like to put 
on your dinner table. Since beef cattle are by 
nature grass eaters, it is entirely practical to 
turn grass into beef of excellent quality. The 
process requires good cattle, better grass than 
nine out of 10 farmers raise and considerable 
skill on the part of the cattleman. On the other 
hand, some farms are better adapted to raising 
grain than grass; and it is equally practical to 
turn this grain into beef of choice or prime 
quality. Here again, the ingredients are good 
cattle to start with, plenty of feed and judgment 
on the part of the feeder. ° 


x * * 


IT 18S ACTUALLY HARDER to tell how to 
select a good cut of beef than to walk into the 
market and pick it out of the cooler. By and 
large, however, the best beef comes from a 
carcass Of good size. Firm, white tallow and 
some marbling of fat through the lean meat are 
excellent indications gf tenderness and flavor. 
A light, ‘bright-red color generally means lack of 
ageing and, even though such meat is sometimes 
tender and tasty, is undesirable. Well aged beef 
is rather dark in color, with a cast verging on 
the purple side if it has been hung for a con- 
siderable time.

HIS week the FOX THEATER has two specimens of 
T that lush Hollywood growth, Tritus Filmus Western 

Americanus, which are so utterly typical that they 
deserve to be preserved in a CornEstone or something so 
that scientists a thousand years from now 
may study the peculiar fascination this 
type of cinema fiction had on millions of 
our population, so much so that they were 
willing to see the same half dozen plots 
over and over again without missing one 
munch .on the popcorn. 

The first, “DRUMS ACROSS THE 
RIVER,” is that twist on the cavalry-vs.-Indians horse- 
opera in which it is shown that Indian wars were stirred 
up by wicked men for their own fell motives. In this case, 
the boss villain, played with a built-in sneering smile by 
Lyle Bettger, entices some miners into crossing the Ute 
territory to look for gold, so that the Utes will massacre 
them and the cavalry will be brought in, thereby continuing 
some lucrative graft on cavalry supply contracts. He is 
thwarted by leathery old Walter Brennan and his son, little 
Audie Murphy. Now Audie may not be tall in the saddle 
like Randy Scott and Joel McCrea, and he may have a baby 
face, but he’s really feisty and endures brutal beatings and 
trades blockbuster punches with the best of them-until he 
completes the slaughter in the final gun-fight in the barn. 
This is a safe film to attend, because there isn’t one new 
idea to startle you and make you lose faith in the stability 
of the Western plot. 

The other is “BLACK HORSE CANYON,” in which the 
above mentioned Mr. McCrea finally captures that wild 
black stallion after some interference by rather mild vil- 
lains who only have to be knocked down a few times instead 
of shot to make them subside. Instead of the small boy 
traditionally involved in these things, there is a handsome 
youth, an actor rejoicing in the magnolia and honey-suckle 
name of Race Gentry, who wants to show off for the heroine

Keeping Clean in Summer. 


NE of the major troubles 
with this world is that there 
is too darn much dirt and 
dust floating around in the air. 


- This makes the job of trying te 


keep a house clean and also well 
ventilated something of a prob- 
lem. If you keep the windows 
closed you almost suffocate and 
if you open them you get 
flooded with dirt. That, in the 


opinion of many, is no way to 
run a railroad. 


The simplest way to get fresh 
air and keep out the outside 
dust and dirt is to install a 
central year-around air condi- 
tioning system. This also 
rather expensive. 


A less expensive method is to 
install window air conditioners, 
which being equipped with filt- 
ers, remove the dust and dirt 
from the air in the house. 


If you don’t like this idea 
you can buy or build a combi- 
nation fan and filter which is 
fitted into the window and 
which removes the dirt from 
the air before it is let indoors, 


An even less. expensive solu- 
tion, though not quite as ef- 
fective, is to install filter 
screens in the windows. These 
work through natural circulation 
of the air and the close woven 
fabric catches the particles of 
dust and dirt. 


The efficiency of these dust 
screens, and for that matter, 
the efficiency of any unit which 
uses a filter, depends on how 
often the filter or screen is 
cleaned. If you allow the filter 
or screen to become heavily 
coated with dust and dirt, it 
will either reduce the amount 
of air that is allowed to pass 
through or will fail to catch the 
dust and dirt.

Part of Program to Ease Strain on 
Parents, Child at Children's Hospital

TINY toddler approached a 
A nurse in the lobby of St. 

Louis Children’s Hospital the 
other day and told her she want- 
ed “the book.” The nurse knew 
the book she meant. It was the 
same one several other waiting 
children were looking at. It 
might be termed the best seller 
of Children’s Hospital except 
that it isn’t sold but given away. 


The book is “Margie Goes To 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital,” a 
coloring booklet that shows in 
pictures, the step-by-step pro- 
cedure that a child can expect 
when he enters the hospital. 
From the nurse who sticks his 
finger to the doctor who takes 
a picture of his tummy to the 
man who “puts him to sleep” 
and to the final convalescence 
in the TV playroom and the day 
of going home, it describes a 
typical experience. ! 


This method of explaining to 
hospitalized youngsters what they 
‘may expect is only one of the 
innovations which Children’s 
Hospital has made in the com- 
plex, often criticized field of 
children’s hospitalization. Re- 
laxed visiting regulations, con- 
sideration of a child’s emotional 
as well as physical reactions, plus 
a general humanized attitude 
that a parent is entitled to feel 
that “his is the only child in the 
hospital” are among them. 


Responsible for much of this 
common sense consideration is a 
tiny, wiry dynamo named Eliza- 
beth O’Connell, superintendent 
of nurses at Children’s and in- 
structor in pediatric nursing for 
Washington University. 

Miss O’Connell is such a half- 
pint that a child patient, when 
told she was one of “the bosses,” 
said skeptically, “‘Well, she sure 
don’t iook like it.” In energy 
and enthusiasm, however, : Miss 
O’Connell makes up for her size, 
managing to be everywhere at 
once, to fill her own job and fill 
in for others, without losing her 
concern for every patient and 
every parent. 


“Anyone who’s worked with 


children knows why the parents 


are so worried,” she says. “To 
every parent, his is the most 
important child in the hospital. 
We understand their concern 
and we try to do everything we 
can to help. One of the things 
we’ve been doing for the past 
two years is permitting parents 
of younger patients, the two-to- 
seven-year-olds who have trouble 
adjusting, to stay with them 
their first two days in the hos- 
pital. 

“On the first day the parents 
can stay until bedtime and on 
the second day they can come 
back as early as they want and 
stay all day. It’s worked so 
beautifully that now we've ex- 
tended it to all the divisions ex- 
cept the tiny babies; theirs is 
the largest division and the 
physical set-up is such that it 
would be too crowded and do 
more harm than good. 

“After the first two days, our 
policy is to let parents visit dur- 
ing daily visiting hours, although 
if their children are on the criti- 
cal list, they can stay all day 
and all night. We don’t think 
this is the complete answer, The 
best situation would be for par- 
ents to come and go at will, but 
the average hospital—especially 
an older one such as this—just 


isn't built to accommodate 


them.” 

Sometimes, if a parent is per- 
mitted to stay around long 
enough, Miss O’Connell has 
found, much of their concern is 
alleviated. 

“As an example,” she recalls, 
“a little girl came in with an 
acute appendix condition. She 
was recovering simultaneously 
from a communicable disease 
and it was a lot for her to take. 
Her mother stayed the day of 
surgery and then, the next morn- 
ing, insisted on staying that day, 
too. 


“I could see that something 
was bothering her so I said it 
would be all right. That evening 
I was about to suggest to her that 
she spend the night with rela- 
tives here—she was from out of 
town—and try to get some rest. 
Before I could suggest it, she 
said, ‘I've called my relatives 
and I’m staying with them to- 
night. I'll be back tomorrow dur- 
ing visiting hours.’ 


“She then went on to tell me 
she had another daughter at 
home who'd been a hospital pa- 
tient elsewhere and had had a 
bad experience. That was why 
she’d been so worried. ‘But I've 
stayed here long enough,’ she 
said, ‘to see that you know how 
to handle children. Now we 
could have talked to that mother 
until doomsday but we never 
could have convinced her until 
she saw for herself.” 


* * 


ARENTS can help hospital au- 
P thorities greatly by preparing 

children for their experiences 
there, Miss O’Connell points out. 
Because many parents are unfa- 
miliar with hospital routine, she 
suggests they read books to their 
children, such books available 
commercially as “Johnny Goes 
To The Hospital,” “No More Ton- 
sils,” or their own, “Margie Goes 
To St. Louis Children’s Hospi- 
tal.” Whenever possible, this 
book is sent to children who ex- 
pect to come to Children’s Hos- 
pital. Those who arrive without 
advance notice are given the 
book on arrival, and it is also 
made available to pediatricians 
s give to hospital-bound chil- 

en. 


Parents also can help hospi- 
tal authorities by hiding as much 
~ + gad anxiety as possible, she 
adds. 


“The reason some doctors are 
reluctant to have parents around 
is that parents are apprehensive 
and this is noticeable to the 
child and doesn’t help his con- 
dition,” she points ott. “Per- 
sonally, I think if there’s ever 
a time when a child needs his 
mother and a mother needs her 
child, it’s when he’s ill. I often 
think, too, of the mixed feelings 
a mother must have, stepping 
back and letting someone else 
take over the care of her sick 
child. 

“There’s another practical 
consideration. Hospitalization is 
expensive and parents worry 
about that. It’s foolish to say 
to a parent, ‘don’t worry.’ What 
we do ask them to do it to try to 
hide their apprehensions from 
their child.” 

Miss O’Connell feels that an- 
other way in which parents can 
help the hospital is by being 
truthful to the child, She gets 
disheartened when she hears her 
father say, as one did the other 
day to a crying child, “Don’t cry

It is clear that both partners, 
North and South, had fingers in. 
this pie, but North’s guilt was 
far greater than South's. The: 
latter should have reopened the. 
bidding, when it got around to. 
him, with an overcall of two 
clubs, not one no-trump, but the 
actual choice made by South cer- 
tainly did not give North license. 
to bid three diamonds on his 
anemic holding. 


In the postmortem South said 
that he had considered thre 
different actions on the firs 
round—a double of one spade, 
a two-club overcall, and the one 
no-trump. He had rejected the 
double because it would } 
ably get the one response 
feared—a diamond response. 
And he had chosen the no-trump 
call rather than two clubs be- 
cause it was “cheaper.” 


To repeat, this was bad rea- 
soning on South's part — two 
clubs was a much better bia 
than one no-trump—but wheh 
West took the remarkable course 
of rebidding spades instead of 
showing his good diamond suit; 
South might have straightened 
out matters if North had passed. 
(If North insisted on getting 
into the act, two no-trump was 
a far better choice than three 
diamonds.) It is always a par- 
ticularly bad mistake to take ac- 
tion on a weak hand “out of po- 
sition”—meaning, when partner 
still has a further chance to 
compete. or

They say further that this 
fine decision has enormously 
added to the confidence, 
throughout the world, in the 
spirit of democracy in the 
United States, and they feel 
it strengthens the cause of 
peace and removes one of the 
arguments offered by totali- 
tarian states against demo- 
cratic states. Many of us have 
felt this decision was signifi- 
cant in the world situation, 
and this letter from an inter- 
national organization corrobo- 
rates that point of view.

Senator Testifies Aid to 
Stevens Used ‘Threats, 
Salesmanship,’ Talked 
of Harm to Cohn.

WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
~—Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, swore today 
that Army counselor John G. 
Adams tried to blackmail him 
out of calling Army Loyalty 
Board members before him for 
questioning about Communism, 
“graft and corruption.” 

McCarthy said Adams used 
“a combination of salesmanship 
and threats” in a three-hour 
talk at McCarthy’s Washington 
apartment on the night of last 
Jan, 22. 

And, McCarthy said, Adams 
made it “very, very clear” that 
if the investigation were not 
called off an unfavorable report 
about Roy M. Cohn, 27-year-old 
chief counsel to the McCarthy 
subcommittee, would be made 
public. 

At that time, McCarthy said, 
“they had not thought up” the 
charges subsequently filed 
against McCarthy, Cohn and 
Francis P. Carr, staff director 
for the subcommittee. 

‘Wouldn’t Be Blackmailed.’ 

“TI told him we just would not 
be blackmailed,” McCarthy 
swore. 

This afternoon, McCarthy said 
he believes Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. B. Stevens was 
“mousetrapped” into making the 
charges against McCarthy and 
his aids and, if Stevens had a 
“strong character,” he would now 
admit he was mistaken and drop 
the charges. 

McCarthy, under cross-exami- 
nation, said he believes Stevens 
is “essentially and fundamental- 
ly” a truthful and honest ‘man, 
and a “good, loyal honest Amer- 
ican.” 

Expressing the opinion that 
Stevens was “mousetrapped,” 
McCarthy said he felt the Army 
Secretary “finally succumbed” to 
pressures, possibly from Demo- 
cratic leaders. 

In swift recital of his relations 
with Secretary Stevens and Ad- 
ams, McCarthy also testified: 

1. Stevens and Adams sought 
to divert his subcommittee from 
its investigation of Reds in the 
Army and suggested to him at a 
Nov. 6 Pentagon luncheon that 
“there must be” Communist in- 
filtration of the Air Force and 
the Navy which the subcommit- 
tee could investigate. 

2. As early as last September, 
he urged Stevens to “lean over 
backwards”. against giving any 
special consideration to G. David 
Schine, 26, wealthy young con- 
sultant to the McCarthy sub- 
committee who faced prospec- 
tive drafting into the Army. «+ 

3. Steven, in his presence, 
asked Schine to pose with Ste- 
vens for a photograph at Mc- 
Guire Air Force Base last fall. 
Stevens has testified he does 
not believe he proposed the pic- 
ture—that he certainly had no 
recollection of it. 

4. In his opinion, the Army 
took reprisals against Maj. Gen. 
Kirke B. Lawton because Law- 
ton co-operated with McCarthy’s 
Investigations subcommittee, Mc- 
Carthy said he believes Lawton, 
commander of Fort Monmouth, 
‘N.J., failed to get a promotion 
to the permanent rank of major 
general because of such co- 
operation.

McCarthy said he made. it 
clear to Adams in the Jan. 22 
talk that he and Cohn felt if 
they “could be blackmailed out 
of one investigation by this 
threat, it would set up a modus

Local’s Anti-Red Record. 

While the national UE was 
a “Communist-controlled organi- 
zation,” Carey continued, UWE 
Local 1102, with which Emerson 
Electric negotiated, “‘had a long 
record of anti-Communism and 
opposition to Red leaders like 
Sentner. He said that an anti- 
Communist opposition candidate 
to Sentner in 1941 had the sup- 
port of the Emerson Electric 
local and through the years the 
local continued to be anti-Com- 
munist, becoming one of the 
founding locals of the anti-Com- 
munist IUE-CIO. Sentner was 
expelled from membership in 
the local in 1948, he said. 

“Senator McCarthy’s charge 
of a ‘deal’ in 1943 with monthly 
payments by Symington to Sent- 
ner is provably. false,” Carey 


said. 

“First, if McCarthy was re- 
ferring obliquely to the custom- 
ary dues checkoff arrangement 
between: Local 1102 and Emer- 
son Electric, this arrangement 
was negotiated five years before, 
in 1938, by Stuart Symington 
and myself fot the local union. 

“Second, official Government 
records held by the War Labor 
Board demonstrate the falseness 
of McCarthy’s charge that a deal 
between Sentner and Symington 
was substituted for a wage in- 
crease in 1943.

Reflection on Local. 

Carey asked Mundt for the

to provide further refutation of 
McCarthy’s lies, which reflect 
not only on Senator Symington 
but on Local 1102 as well.” 

Carey said that he is certain 
that Symington needs no char- 
acter reference from the inter- 
national union. and that he be- 
lieves he is expregsing the 
“sentiments of tens of thousands 
of IUE-CIO members in regard 
to the Senator from Missouri.” 

“Our trade union relations 
and our personal relations with 
Symington have been by no 
means confined to Emerson Elec- 
tric of St. Louis,” Carey con- 
tinued. “Our union also held— 
as it does today—collective bar- 
gaining rights at Colonial Radio 
in Buffalo, New York. Stuart 
Symington was president of Co- 
lonial Radio when our Local 511 
was organized in that company.” 

He said the union member- 
ship came to know Symington as 
“not only an eminently fair and 
reasonable employer but also a 
man with an absolutely incor- 
ruptible character and approach 
to human relations.” 

“I testify, therefore, to Sym- 
ington’s high moral and ethical 
standards, his complete honesty 
and probity,” Carey concluded.

U.S. Claim Against Former Tax | 
Collector Overruled. | 
WASHINGTON, June 10 (UP) | 
—The United States Tax Court | 
has overruled the Government’s | 
effort to collect more taxes from | 
a former tax collector. 

The ex-collector, Lipe Hens- 
lee, made $30,000 on the sale of | 
stock in a barrel stave company | 
in 1946 when he was collector | 
of internal revenue for Tennes- 
see. He reported the sum as a 
| capital gain and paid the correct | 
| tax on that basis, but the Gov- | 
ernment thought he should re- | 
port it as regular income and | 
pay $7520 more.

Hair When Saltlike Substance Rained 
Down for 24 Hours.

sor) (AP)—They call themselves 
“the poisoned people.” 

They are the 82 natives of 
Rongelap atoll who were show- 
ered by radioactive ash from the 
March 1 explosion of a hydrogen 
bomb. 

One of them, John Anjin, said 
the ash rained down for 24 
hours. 


“It looked like salt,” he said. 


“Tt came down like a light rain. 
You could feel it strike your 


skin. It burned when it 
touched.” 
Some of the “poisoned 


people” lost their hair. Others 
were burned. Almost all of 
them are cured now—but they 
have been banished from their 
homes for a year. They are 
among the Marshall islanders 
who have petitioned the United 
Nations to end atomic experi- 
ments in this area—or at least 
to see that the United States 
observes closer precautions, 
The Marshall islands, midway 
between Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines, came under United States 
eontrol in the war 10 years ago. 
In 1947 the United States be- 
came their trustee under U.N. 
authority. The islands are low 
coral atolls with a population 
of about 11,000. 
: Moved From Homes. 
Natives of Bikini and Eniwe- 
tok atolls were uprooted in 
1946-7 to make way for atomic 
experiments. In the March 1 
blast the 82 persons on Ronge- 
lap and 154 on Utirik were ex- 


posed or endangered to such 
an extent that they were re- 
moved from their home atolls. 
The Utirik people have gone 


back, but the Rongelapers must | 


wait a year—until their atoll 
is considered safe.

scribed: the March 1 explosion: 

“First saw light, then smoke. 
Smoke went up, up and right 
through the clouds. Later heard 
and felt blast. Wind so strong 
some people, fell down. It 
banged doors.” 

Of the 82 Rorfelapers, about 
45 suffered radiation burns. 
Many of these were slight. One 
man, Toma Naril, still has a bad 
burn on the back of his right 
ear. He was fishing in a canoe 
when the ash began falling. 


A few days after exposure, 
some of the residents began 
losing their hair. Three days 
after the blast a destroyer ar- 
rived to take them off the atoll. 
The evacuation from Rongelap 
and Utirik was completed in 
two days. 

The affected people received 
medical assistance here on the 
Kwajalein atoll. A top medical 
team was flown from the United 
States, arriving March 10. 


In April a survey party vis- 
ited the two affected atolls. It 
was decided the Utirik people 
could return home, with ade- 
quate water and food supplies 
to be furnished them. 

It was determined the Ronge- 
lap people would have to stay 
off their atoll for a year. They 
will live, meantime, on 14-acre 
Ejit in the Majuro atoll. There

“There is anger among some 
people,” Anjin said. “I think 
it will disappear if we get back 
home. They trust the American 
people.”

The 200 Bikinians, moved from 
island to island, are now on iso- 
lated Kili, inaccessible many 
months of the year because of 
heavy surf.

ERHAPS it isn’t actua 
headline news that “Now 
a good time to enjoy chick- 
en,” since We realize that almost 
any time and that prices on 
chicken have been low for some 
weeks: But it is a fact that war- 
tants repeating, because the 
values are so excellent that they 
should be called to your atten- 
tion once . 
You can at your family to 
a fried chicken dinner and still 
pamper your budget or, if you 
prefer, you can choose a stewing 
hen and serve as chicken and 


dumplings or chicken salad, as |. 


you prefer. 

As far as red meats are con- 
cerned, you will find the best 
values in the forequarter cuts of 
all meats. In beef, it is ground 
beef or chuck; in veal, shoulder 
chops and shoulder roasts or 
rolled roasts; in pork, Boston 
butts; in lamb it is still the 
shoulder cuts which offer you 
the most for the least. 

The No. 1 bacon ts your best 
value, but it is good news to 
find that the fancy bacon also 
is coming down a bit. There is 
no denying that pork is far too 
high for most of our pocket- 
books. However, in figuring the 
cost on ham don’t forget that 
you have no loss, since the 
“shrink” has been taken out in 
the fully cooked and ready-to- 
eat hams.

We aren’t getting many Cu- 
ban pineapples, but there are 
some Mexican sugar loafs avail- 
able. 


- Our inadequate supplies of 


homegrown strawberries are be- 
ing supplemented with shipped 
ones—but they are far from 
cheap. Gooseberries show up 
here and there, but not enough 
to talk about. 

There also are scattered sup- 
plies of Beauty plums and dif- 
ferent varieties of grapes, in- 
eluding some perliettes (a small 
white seedless grape). Bananas 
continue to be rather tight. 

There are enough oranges and 
grapefruit to supply demands at 
a fair price, and you can find 
some real bargains in lemons 
this week.

OW let’s go down the list of 

vegetables and see where we 

can find the best buys. 

Asparagus is a weather prop- 
osition, so it is hard to make 
any predictions. (We are now 
depending upon our homegrown 
supplies.) | 

Beans are reasonably priced 
and in good supply with, as we 
mentioned last week, a few wax 
beans around. Homegrown beets 
are becoming a little cheaper, 
now. On the other hand, car- 
rots are definitely higher and 
broccoli may advance just a 
bit, although it still will be rea- 
sonable. 

Cabbage is coming in from all 
sections, so it gets the nod of 
approval on beth price and 
quality. i 

We are depending chiefly on 
homegrown cauliflower and, 
since heavy supplies are ex- 
pected, there is every reason to 
expect it to be a value. 

Corn is coming into St. Louis 
from many sections, making it a 
member of the “good buys” club. 
Which is more than we can 
say for eggplant. 

Endive, escarole and romaine 
are not cheap, but since their 
uses are limited this should not 
be a handicap, particularly since 
iceberg will be a little cheaper 
and there are sufficient supplies 
of leaf lettuce to make it an 
attractive buy. 

There are .plenty of green 
onions and red radishes for your 
salad bowl, and some homegrown 

- white icicle radishes. 

We are now depending almost 
entirely on new potatoes, with a 
few Idaho russets left around, 
and remember that you will find 
your best values in new potatoes 
in the B sizes. ; 

Spinach, kale and mustard 
greens are of fine quality and 


_ obtainable at reasonable prices. 


If it is squash you want, stick 
to the white and acorn if you 
are watching your pennies. 

And if you are,. just scratch 
sweet potatoes -right off your 
list, since ‘the southern ones 
are extremely high and there 
are only a few of the home- 
growns left. 

Tomatoes have improved great- 
ly in quality as the price worked 
down (a happy combination) and 


our homegrowns.

Good Time to Enjoy Chicken

Chicken and biscuits—a favorite in almost every household—are cooked right in the same 
pan, The chicken has an Hawaiian touch; it is marinated in Oahu sauce. The biscuits, made 
with a mix, are added toward the end of the cooking period. 


ERIODICALLY some food idea comes along which catches 
Pine public’s fancy, and within a matter of weeks almost every 


cook has her own favorite variation. Remember when chiffon 
cakes were introduced or, more recently, souffle salads? The 
idea of chicken and biscuits cooked together may well prove to 


be another such “natural.” 


Of course, fried chicken and 
biscuits always have rated high 
on the list of America’s popular 
foods. It is always a special meal 
when the family is served their 
favorite chicken pieces, fried to 
golden doneness: In this recipe 
the chicken fries to perfection 
in the oven, leaving the home- 
maker cool and comfortable on 
the warmest evening. The bis- 
cuits, made from packaged biscuit 


mix, require only a quick mixing | Pe 


with milk, rolling and cutting, 
then they bake in the same bak- 
ing dish in which the chicken 
fried. Saves on dishwashing and 
certainly simplifies service— 
especially if you dine on the 
porch or patio. a 
For the rest of the menu 
add creamed fresh or frozen 
peas (with a dash of curry pow-. 
der, if you wish), and an ava- 
cado and tomato salad.

HERE IS BARRED 
BY JUSTICE DEPT. 


U.S. Attorney Rejects 
Request for Grand 
Jury Study on Canter- 
bury Gardens Project. 


A federal grand jury investi- 
gation of a Federal Housing 
Administration loan made on the 
Canterbury Gardens apartment 
project in’ University City was 
barred today by the Department 
of Justice. 


United States Attorney Harry 
Richards, who last month re- 
quested permission of his supe- 
riors in Washington to investi- 
gate the loan, made public a let- 
ter received from Ben Brooks, 
chief of the general crimes sec- 
tion of the criminal division of 
the Justice Department. 

Brooks, after reviewing Rich- 
ards’s request and reasons given 
by him for conducting an inves- 
tigation, concluded: 

“We do not believe this mat- 


ter should be submitted for addi- 


tional investigation, or prosecu- 
tion.” 

Richards had recommended 
the investigation, he said, to de- 
termine why the FHA had guar- 
anteed a loan of $3,654,000 on 
Canterbury Gardens at Delmar 
boulevard and McKnight road 
after being given a cost estimate 
of $2,239,955 by the promoters. 

Brooks's letter related that the 
actual cost of the project, ac- 
cording to a “non-disclosed con-

Finishing its work on the 875- 
page tax revision bill last night 
after six weeks of deliberations, 
j the group accepted nearly all of 
the benefits for corporations 
and individuals sought by the 
Administration. These would 
amount to about $1,400,000,000 
in tax cuts in the first year of 
the measure’s operation. 

Democrats on the committee 


posal for a big reduction in per- 
sonal income taxes by a boost in 
exemptions. It had become ob- 
vious the committee would re- 
ject such a move. 

Their failure to win committee 
support threw cold water on any 
hopes for a general income tax 
reduction in the revision bill, 
for the Senate rarely upsets the 
Finance Committee on tax legis- 
lation. 

Even if the Democrats won on 
the Senate floor, the 'Republi- 
cans still could seek to knock 
out an income tax cut in con- 
ference with the House because 
the House-passed measure Car- 
riess no such provision. A 
Democrat-led move for an indi- 
vidual income tax slash there 
lost out, 210-204. 

“Nonetheless the senior Sen- 
ator committee Democrat, Sen- 
ator George (Georgia), and com- 
mittee member Frear (Dem.), 
Delaware, told reporters the 
Democrats planned to fight the 
issue out on the Senate floor. 

While they declined to dis- 
close their strategy in advance, 
other informants said the Demo- 
crats might center their floor 
battle on a reduction plan which 
would hit the Treasury far more 
lightly than the original exemp- 
tion proposal which the Ad- 
ministration saig] cost too much. 

This new plan would involve 
a $20 tax cut for each taxpayer 
on his return, taken as a final 
step after he had figured his 
tax. 

Senator George (Dem.), 
Georgia, actually offered this in 
committee last week as a sub- 
stitute for a provision giving 
substantial relief to stockholders 
op their dividend income, but 
lost 10-4. 

The revenue loss from the $20 
plan would be about $850,000,000 
annually under George's esti- 
mate; committee staff officials 


said it might reach $1,400,000,000 
a year. : 

Either would be much less

Here is the sequence of events showing the complications 
of a war run by the French, executed in great part by the Viet 
Namese and largely supplied by the Americans. These complica- 
tions sometimes makes it hard to get this war on the war path. 


The militia incident, as it is 
called around Saigon, also ex- 
emplifies the way in which some 
French military men have been 
bound by so many hesitations 
that decisions, when they finally 
come, are, in the eyes of the 
Americans and Viet Namese, 
precariously late. 

Americans Check Claims. 

This is what happened. In re- 
sponse to urgent pleas from 
Viet Nam’s government in the 
north, American officers of the 
military advisory group three 
weeks ago inspected villages in 
the besieged delta area to check 
Viet Namese claims. The Viet 
Namese had said that the guns 
given to the militia—anti-Com- 
munist forces recruited at vil- 
lage level—were obsolete, fre- 
quently unusable and certainly 
inadequate to face up to the 
growing power of the Commu- 
nist Viet Minh. 

In the last months even Com- 
munist guerrillas have been re- 
ceiving from the Chinese im- 
pressive amounts of automatic 
weapons, particularly light ma- 
chine guns. 

Mindful of stories of deser- 
tions, the American observers 
wanted to determine for them- 
selves whether, if arms were 
given, there was a will on the 
part of the militia to fight. 

The answer was that there 
were certain elite militia in spe- 
cific villages who had shown by 
deed that they did have the will 
to defend themselyes. The deci- 
sion was taken that it was ur- 
gent to furnish improved arma- 
ment to those selected militia 
who had proved themselves. 


Plan Worked Out. 

It was further agreed by the 
Americans to have thege addi- 
tional weapons sent here at once 
from Japan. But because of the 
urgency of the situation, the 
Americans proposed that, pend- 
ing the arrival of shipments, 
arms be taken from French-con- 
trolled stockpiles in Saigon. 

Their feeling was that any de- 
lay, even of a month, might 
mean the Communist conquest 
of important areas. The idea 


was that the Americans would 
shortly replace the arms sent to 
the militia. 

Although the arms are con- 
trolled by the French, who han- 
dle logistical support, a large 
share of stockpiled weapons are 
contributed by the United States 
through its billion-dollar aid 
program. 


As of last weekend the Ameri-~ 


cans thought they had a French 
agreement “in principle” to the 
dispatch of these arms. Gov. 
Nguyen Huu Tri of north Viet 
Nam was so informed, and he 
immediately alerted the provin- 
cial chiefs and the militia and 
told them that help was coming.., 

All last week the Americans 
pleaded with the French to 
please dispatch the arms quick- 
ly by air lift to the north, argu- 
ing that time was short. The 
French general in charge did 
not say “no,” but merely said 
the matter was under study. 

Still Not on Way. 

Perhaps he was waiting for 
the appearance of Gen. Ely. Any- 
way, 10 days after the American 
charge d’affaires had formally 
promised Gov. Tri that the arms 
would be delivered immediately 
the guns were still not en route. 

As a result, Gov. Tri and his 
militiamen were in a state of 
letdown. 

This incident, which is typi- 
cal of' so many frustrations of 
the Indochina war, is one reason 
why the loyal Viet Namese gov- 
ernment officials wish they 
could deal directly with Ameri- 
cans in matters of supply. 

On the whole, the Viet Na- 
mese intellectuals appreciate the 
effort France is making. But it 
is understandably painful for 
the Viet Namese to watch vil- 
lages disappear because supplies 
are not sent in time. 

What this country needs on the 
French side is a decisive leader- 
ship that for once can overcome 
the too-little and too-late poli- 
cies of the past. It is fervently 
hoped that Gen. Ely will pro- 
duce just this leadership and, 
more important, that he will 
have the backing of his govern-

It’s cer- 
tainly in large part a reaction 
against the Republican handling 
of national affairs and revulsion 
against McCarthyism.” 

The Republicans’ stiffest set- 
back was the failure of incum- 
bent Gov. Goodwin J. (Goodie) 
Knight to win the Democratic 
nomination as well as his own 
Republican nomination. Knight, 
who stepped up from lieutenant 
governor when Earl Warren was 
named chief justice, had pre- 
dicted he would win both pri- 
mafies, and he had the backing 
of powerful California interests. 
He lost the Democratic race to 
Richard P. Graves, who had be- 
come well known as head of the 
League of California Cities. 

It was the first primary elec- 
tion under the state’s revamped 


the new system, approved by the 
voters in 1952, candidates who 
cross-filed were compelled to 
designate their party affiliation 
on each ballot.

Mrs. Younger dislikes being 
called a political amateur, al- 
though this is her first try at 
office.

Her father was 
a lobbyist for school teachers 
and her husband, Municipal 
Judge Evelle Younger, is a for- 
mer G.O.P. Central Committee 
chairman. 

Mrs. Younger really got active 
in G.O.P. politics six years ago.

Goonism in St. Louis 

For a long century St. Louis has had the 
reputation of a good city for organized labor. 
Are a few unions going to shatter the record 
and the reputation? 

The new federal grand jury report raises 
that startling question. The jury told Chief 
Judge George H. Moore of the Federal District 
Court that some trade union leaders here have 
misused their power, misled their members and 
helped to drive industry away from St. Louis. 

These charges are leveled generally at only 
a small part of organized labor in St. Louis— 
most specifically at the AFL teamsters and 
sections of the AFL building trades, including 
laborers and pipefitters. But because of the 
damage done by a few men in a few unions, the 
grand jury noted five points of civic danger. 


1. Several union leaders have attempted to 
take law into their own hands with pistol-pack- 
ing goon squads, aimed at their own or other 
unions as often as at employers. 


2. Some union business agents have obtained 
an interest in businesses with which they deal 
as union agents. The jury heard evidence that 
they have used hiring halls to favor some em- 
ployers and punish others and to discriminate 
against their own union members. 


3. Union members have lost real control of 
their funds and accounting is so loose as to 
invite fraud and waste. The jury said some offi- 
cers profit illegally by placement of welfare 
insurance and mentioned. other instances of 
alleged misuse of welfare funds. 

4. Businesses employing more than 1000 per- 
sons have recently decided to leave the area 
because of tough labor practices. The jury 
singled out teamsters’ Local 688 for making de- 
mands which left some firms unable to compete. 

5. Too much union power Is concentrated with 
too few men. The jury did not question the 
ability of such powerful officers as Harold J. 
Gibbons of the teamsters, indicted for filing 
false financial statements with the Labor De- 
partment. But the danger of concentrated pow- 
er ought to be especially apparent to labor 
leaders who preach union democracy. 

Nearly a year ago an earlier federal grand 
jury cited St. Louis as a capital of labor racket- 
eering in the construction industry. Since then 
38 union leaders or ex-leaders have been indicted 
in eastern Missouri and southern Illinois. 

Yet the arm of federal law is not long enough 
to deal with the situation. Time and again the 
new grand jury report specifies that malprac- 
tices are not within the scope of federal statutes. 

This is a pointed reminder to local law en- 
forcement, and particularly to Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd. The spadework of the federal 
grand juries should be harrowed and cultivated 
by state action. 

The unions turned inside-out by the grand 
jury have a duty to themselves to sweep their 
records clean. The concentrated and abused 
power of their agents does their members no 
good and harms the public as well. 

Against the background of reasonable labor 
relations and decent trade unionism, St. Louis 
looks upon these few unions without fear but 
with disfavor. 
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Fantastic 

If the question were put as to the responsi- 
bility of the Joint Chiefs of Staff almost every- 
one would know the answer at least in general 
terms. It would be : To advise the President on 
military matters and particularly on informa- 
tion that might relate to the possibility of war 
or peace. 

That is, of course, the primary duty of the 
four Joint Chiefs—the chairman and the three 
uniformed service heads—Adm. Radford, Gen. 
Ridgway, Gen. Twining and Adm. Carney. Yet 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch there appeared this 
statement in an article from Washington by 
our military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips, retired: 

On the critical issue of going to war, the 
advice of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, by law 
the military advisers to the President, the 
Secretary of Defense and the National Se- 
curity Council, has not been asked. They 
have never taken a position on the subject 
as a body. 

This is nothing short of fantastic. How can 
it possibly be that President Eisenhower has 
not asked the Joint Chiefs what they think 
about the Indochinese war and the danger of our 
involvement in it? How can it be that the Joint 
Chiefs have not taken a stand and have not 
advised the White House what that stand is? 

That is precisely the kind of advice the Joint 
Chiefs were created to give. If they are not to 
be called on to advise on involvement in a 
critical military situation, what are they to ad- 
vise on? How else are they to earn their pay? 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff should either be 
used or disbanded. Our opinion is that right 
now it should be used to help keep the United 
States out of the jungle war in Indochina. 
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From Hanoi to Geneva 

Molotov's speech at the Geneva conference 
may have dimmed the chances of a diplomatic 
settlement in Indochina, but it would be a mis- 
take to abandon hope as long as France and 
Britain still believe an agreement to be possible. 

French Foreign Minister Bidault told the Na- 
tional Assembly the day after Molotecv’s speech 
that there is reason to hope for a successful 
outcome at Geneva. British Foreign Secretary 
Eden is said to have given a similar report to 
the British cabinet last weekend, although he 
described the Molotov speech as containing 
nothing new or helpful. 

In the face of these official French and Brit- 
ish views, not too much weight should be given 
to the anonymous statements of American dip- 
lomats to American reporters which depict the 
conference as blown up already. It may blow up 
in the end, but until it does, only mischief is 
accomplished by the American policy of con- 
sistently, insistently and persistently discount- 
ing the prospects of a negotiated settlement. 

Not the least mischief done is that to mil- 
lions of people around the world this policy 
will appear confirm Molotov’s propaganda 
line that the United States is “scheming to 
undermine the Geneva conference and extend 
the war in Indochina.” 

There is no question of the immense difficul- 
ties standing in the way of a successful outcome 
at Geneva. Those difficulties reflect the military 
situation in Indochina. The Communists, with 
less military aid from China than France and 
Viet Nam have received from the United States, 
obviously have the preponderance of popular 
support, they control the major part of the 
country, they powerfully threaten Hanoi. The 


Communists would gain little from a cease-fire . 


which they do not already have the power to 


take, and so their price for a cease-fire is high. |

as long as Mr. Eden and such mediators as 
Nehru believe them to be worth while. Mean-

There was so much high drama in Wednes- 
day’s sessions of the McCarthy-vs.the-Army in- 
vestigation that any adequate comment would 
need to cover many things. It would need to 
include Army Counsel Welch's devastating reply 
to Senator McCarthy's latest smear, Senator 
Symington’s unaccepted offer to testify -under 
oath if Senator McCarthy would sign an agree- 
ment to go before a Senate subcommittee on his 
dubious financial dealings, and the actual com- 
mencement of testimony by Senator McCarthy 
under oath. It. would need to include also Sub- 
committee Counsel Jenkins’s virtual announce- 
ment that his hat is in the ring for Senator 
from Tennessee. 

Mr. Welch’s wrathy reply to Senator McCarthy 
came after the Wisconsin Republican accused 
Mr. Welch of trying to “foist” a “member of a 
Communist-front organization” off on the sub- 
committee as a member of its staff. As if he did 
not hear Mr. Welch’s statement of how he ad- 
vised Frederick Fisher of Boston not to become 
a member of the Army counsel team, Senator 
McCarthy, seated only six feet away, repeated 
that Mr. Welch had tried to foist Mr. Fisher 
off on the subcommittee. 

To show his complete disgust with the Wis- 
consin demagogue’s transparent unfairness, Mr. 
Welch immediately ceased his questioning of 
Roy M. Cohn and said he would never forgive 
the Senator for his smear against Mr. Fisher. 
The packed hearing room gave Mr. Welch 
loud and sustained applause- and Chairman 
Mundt saw it was useless to try to stop the 
demonstration. 

The so-called “Communist-front organization” 
that Senator McCarthy referred to is the Na- 
tional Lawyers Guild which was formed in 1937. 
The Guild’s organization was announced by the 
late Frank P. Walsh, distinguished Kansas City 
and New York lawyer. Its first president was 
John P. Devaney, onetime Chief Justice of 
Minnesota. The late United States Chief Jus- 
tice Stone and many other legal notables have 
spoken before it and Gov. Dewey of New York 
has sent greetings. 

Nearly a year ago Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. went before the rival organization, 
the American Bar Association, and denounced 
the National Lawyers Guild as “Communist- 
dominated and controlled.” He said he proposed 
to place the Guild on his “subversive” list. 

Mr. Brownell presented no proof of his 
startling charge then nor has he since. The 
National Lawyers Guild, whose members have 
included some of the most able practitioners of 
the law, went to court and asked an injunction 
against the Attorney General. More than a 
month ago an injunction was granted by the 
Federal Court of Appeals in Washington. This 
injunction bars Mr. Brownell from blacklisting 
the organization until there is a court review. 

In short, no case has been made. Yet Senator 
McCarthy spouted off as if condemnation had 
been proved and all the organization's former 
members were established blackguards. No won- 
der Republican lawyer Welch denounced such 
reckless and cruel assassination of character. 

Surely Senator McCarthy has now demonstrat- 
ed completely what he is. No one in full posses- 
ston of himself would do as much day after day 
to disillusion those who have mistakenly been 
his idolatrous followers! 
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Three Times in Six Weeks 

City rubbish collectors have walked out’ for 
the third time in six weeks, and garbage haulers 
have declined to cross the picket lines set up at 
the municipal garage, from which the two 
groups work. 

The result is that both garbage and rubbish 
are beginning to pile up once again throughout 
the city, a situation that could present a health 
hazard throughout the metropolitan area, unless 
the men return to work. That is the only rea- 
sonable first step toward settling the dispute. 

At the same time union representatives can 
begin anew their discussions with Personnel Di- 
rector R. Elliott Scearce with respect to wage 
rates and hours. That is a fair procedure, a sen- 
sible procedure—one which protects the rights 
of the workers, the city and all its citizens. 
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Mexican Border Health Problem 


The Mexican-United States border, extending 
1600 miles between San Diego, Cal. and Port 
Isabel, Tex., lies wide open for disease to invade 
this nation, according to Victor M. Ehlers, di- 
rector of the Bureau of Sanitary Engineering 
for the Texas State Health Department. In the 
entire state of Texas, tuberculosis has an inci- 
dence of only 56.9 whereas in 11 Texas-Mexico 
border counties the incidence is 210.8. 

“Seeds of tuberculosis, dysentery, plague, 
malaria, smallpox, typhus, polio, venereal dis- 
ease, yellow fever and rabies are left to fester 
and spread among unsuspecting people in Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona and California and their 
neighbors in northern Mexican states,” Mr. 
Ehlers reports. 

Chief carriers of disease, of course, are the 
thousands of poverty-stricken peons who cross 
the Rio Grande—legally and illegally—to follow 
the harvest up and down the river. Ignorant, 
heavily exploited by Americans interested only 
in cheap labor, and without the benefits of the 
most elemental sanitation and health facilities, 
they are a menace wherever they go. 

Mr. Ehlers says that since the border is ad- 
ministered by two national governments it has 
been impossible to carry out a program of effec- 
tive control. He urges a “buffer zone” all along 
the border with competent health and sanitation 
officials representing both countries. It would 
seem that all this suggesied by Mr. Ehlers 
might well be taken up by the Joint United 
States-Mexico Migratory Worker Commission 
which is studying the problem of the migrant 
Mexican worker. A solution is imperative both 
from a health standpoint and for better rela- 
tions between this country and her neighbor. 
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New Score on TV Violence 

Private groups alarmed by violence in chil- 
dren’s television programs have been keeping 
score, to little avail, for several years. Now a 
Senate investigating subcommittee has offered 
its own statistics. | 

Richard Clendenen, staff director of the sub- 
mittee, finds that elementary schoo] children 
spend 22 to 27 hours a week peering at TV 
screens. In the New York area, at least, those 
screens portray 12 or more acts or threats of 
violence an hour in children’s programs. 

Mr. Clendenen says this is dismaying. Almost 
anybody would say it is excessive. There is 
room for argfment on how much harm such 
programs do children, but the TV industry could 
not argue that they do children any good. 
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Question Behind Oppenheimer Case Between Book Ends 


The Mirror

Critics of ‘security risk’ decision against scientist cannot com- 
plain against methods of security procedure here, writer says; 
this was no smear hearing; case raises fundamental question 
about the principles and standards used for judging loyalty.

Uncertainty characterizes much of 
the editorial and public reaction to the 
findings of the special Personnel Secu- 
rity Board of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission in the case of Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer. Newspapers anxious to 
preserve civil liberties and scientists de- 
voted to freedom of inquiry are at a 
loss to point a way out of the current 
dilemma personified by Dr. Oppen- 
heimer. 


In the 1930s and early '40s the politi- 
cal innocents of reactionary and con- 
servative ~‘ persua- , 
sion discovered a 
simple explanation 
for high taxes, the 
power of labor un- 
ions, and war— 
“That Man” in the 
White House. More 
recently, the liber- 
al counterparts of 
these political in- 
nocents have diis- 
covered an equally 
simple and decep- 
tive explanation for 
the pogo ge 
curbs on civil lib- J. Robert nhei 
erties, acts of indi- Oppesheimer 
vidual injustice and the atmosphere of 
fear prevalent in the country—‘That 
Man” in Congress. 


Postwar developments have probably 
disillusioned most of those who attribut- 
ed all of their ills and grievances to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. And the Oppen- 
heimer case will have served a con- 
structive purpose if it disillusions those 
who account for the murky climate of 
freedom in the United States today by 
a reference to the clouds of fear orig- 
inating with “That Man” in Congress. 

What the Oppenheimer case demon- 
strates is that the cause of freedom can- 
not be argued in terms of personalities 
and procedures. 
the defenders of Dr. Oppenheimer 
stems basically from the fact that here- 
tofore they have acquiesced in the ob- 
jectives and principles of the various 
programs and legislation which have 
created our present pattern of restraint. 
They have merely quarreled with “the 
procedure” or with “the methods.” 

But in.the Oppenheimer case they 
cannot maintain their position by ex- 
pressions of unhappiness over “meth- 
ods.’ Here was a case without televi- 
sion cameras, without disgraceful bids 
for personal publicity, without unin-

hibited name calling. Here was not a 
sweeping denunciation by “That Man’’ 
in Congress. 

Here was a qualified, deliberate deci- 
sion reached by a board composed of a 
university president, a former business 
executive and a college professor. And 
the results were still unsatisfactory! 
Why? 

The profound lesson of the Oppen- 
heimer hearings is that the difficulties 
of our time emanate primarily not from 
faulty methods, but from faulty stan- 
dards and faulty criteria of loyalty. If 
a man is a security risk because he con- 
tributed funds to assist the Republican 
Government of Spain during the Span- 
ish Civil War, then Dr. Oppenheimer 
patently is a security risk. It makes 
no difference whether or not the hear- 
ings are conducted publicly by a con- 
gressional committee, or privately by 
“That Man” in Congress, or, with the 
trappings of judicial due process by a 
college president, a retired corporation 
president and a professor; the verdict 
would be the same in all instances. 

If financial assistance to the forces 
resisting Franco in Spain is accepted as 
evidence of questionable security status, 
then Dr. Oppenheimer’s reliability for 
security purposes has been prejudiced, 
regardless of which combination. of 
individuals sits in judgment on him. In 
such circumstances, neither a change of 
cast nor a code of gentlemanly behavior 

or the audience can prevent a tragic 
denouement for the drama. 

The clear implication of the Oppen- 
heimer case is that advocates of free- 
dom will find it necessary to broaden the 
intellectual foundations of their posi- 
tion. Disagreement with methods, pro- 
cedures and personalities will no longer’ 
suffice. The genuine disagreement is 
with the tenuous and arbitrary criteria 
for loyalty and security which have 
evolved since the Second World War. A 
defense of freedom grounded in such 
fashion, of course, will also encompass 
individuals less distinguished, less in- 
fluential and less popular than Dr. 
Oppenheimer. 

It must be acknowledged that to 
challenge the standards, the program, 
and the legislation is somewhat less 
safe and respectable than to voice mis- 
givings over the technicalities of pro- 
cedure and the psychopathology of some 

mn. But then American so- 

ordinarily has appreciated attach- 
ment to values of a more inspiring di- 
mension than safety and respectability.

If one might seek the source 
of his philosophy, it probably 
would be found partly in his in- 
stinctive practicality and com- 
mon sense, which he applied to 
the manifold problems in one 
great state at a time when it 
was mushrooming into a verita- 
ble western empire. It was his 
task to supervise taking care of 
an inundation by migrants from 
other parts of the country, first 
during the depression years and | 
then during the Second World 
War—an inundatidn that flowed 
across California’s borders at a 
great rate. 


Earl Warren found that fed- 
eral help was necessary to de- 
velop the natural resources of 
his state, including utilization 
of water for reclamation and 
electric power, to meet the de- 
mands of this new population; 
as well as for housing the added 
millions and for increasing in- 
come so all could make a living 
and prosper. 


At the Judicial Apex. 


So, at governors’ conferences 
and at national conclaves of his 
party, Gov. Warren was discov- 
ered expounding the philosophy 
of participation by the Federal 
Government, where necessary 
on the churning economic and 
social front, to give a dynamic 
impulse to our expanding econ-| 
omy. He was never a narrow 
state-righter, though for state

Shortly before that speech, 
there came from the Supreme 
Court the decision, to which the 
Chief Justice subscribed, uphold- 
ing the authority of the Federal 
Power Commission to reach clear 
back to the source, to producers 
of natural gas, to. regulate the 
price of. that commodity and 
protect 40,000,000 consumers.

Justice put it so picturesquely, 
“who is being hired, who is put- 
ting up the money and how 
much.” 

And, a few weeks back, was 
the decision written by the Chief 
Justice, to which the court as- 
sented unanimously, to end seg- 
regation in public schools, and 
then the series of subsequent 
decisions barring segregation in 
other areas.

REFUGEE PROGRAM 
SPEEDUP EXPECTED 


Security, Red Tape Delay 
Operation—25,912 Cases 
Pending. 


WASHINGTON, June 10 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower's - ref- 
ugee relief program, dogged by 
security and red tape delays, 
shows signs of pushing through 
these barriers toward its goal 
of providing a haven for 214,000 
“homeless, persecuted and less 
fortunate.” 

Mr. Eisenhower signed the bill 
into law last Aug. 7. Todate only 
48 persons have been admitted 
to the United States under the 
program. But the total is ex- 
pected to be doubled with the 
arrival in New York this month 
carrying refugees. 
ntative Javits (Rep.- 
Lib.), New York, told the House 
in March that the admission rate 
verged on a “national scandal.” 

Administrators of the program 
argued it was bound to be a 
slow starter because personnel 
had to be hired, a security sys- 
tem installed and other ground- 
work laid before entries began 
moving at a rapid rate. 


The Refugee Relief Act auth- 
orizes admission of 214,000 per- 
sons over and above regular im- 
migration quotas for a three- 
year period ending Dec. 31, 1956. 
Six Government departments— 
State, Treasury, Justice, Army, 
Labor and Welfare—were given 
responsibility for the program. 

R. W. Scott McLeod, the State 
Department’s director of secu- 
rity, inspections and consular 
affair®, was named in the act 
as administrator. 

McLeod returned Monday 
from a ttrip, which began last 
April, to the European countries 
in which the program is operat- 
ing. His announced purpose was 
to see what he could do about 
breaking the administrative bot- 
tleneck. 

The 48 refugees admitted to 
date include 27 ItaHans, three 
Greeks and 18 orphans—11 from 
Germany, three from Greece, 
two from Italy, one from Japan 
and one stateless. 

Provisions of Act. 

The act provides for admis- 
sion of 209,000 refugees.

Difference Between 


French, U.S. Beef 


By Leonard Hall 


[< I may be permitted the expression, I got 


quite a bang out of Art Buchwald’s recent 

column, recounting his conversation with Max- 
well Kriendler of New York’s famous “21” res- 
taurant on the sub- 
ject of French 
cooking. There’s no 
doubt that the 
great restaurateur 
knows his wines 
and he may also be 
right about French 
vegetables, fruits 
and greens, as well 
as cheeses, being 
superior to ours. 
I've a suspicion, 
however, that the 
proprietor of the 
French restaurant 
who goes himself 
at daylight to the 
farmers’ market 
and selects fruits and vegetables which left the 
farm that morning, has an edge on Mr. Kriend- 
ler who must generally depend on the Rio 
Grande Valley or Florida, both more than 1000 
miles and several days away from Broadway. 
Too often, moreover, our horticultural experts 
develop fruits and vegetables for shipping and 
keeping quality, rather than taste; a fact which 
places the host of “21” under a handicap. 

RR. ® 

IT IS WHEN Art and Maxwell start talking 
about beef that they fall overboard. In fact, if 
Maxwell says what Art says he says about beef, 
it is well that “21” depends more on its glamor- 
ous atmosphere than its reputation as a gour- 
met’s paradise. Our host criticizes French beef 
because it is grass-fed rather than grain-fed and 
comes up with the remarkable statement that in 
the United States “we feed our cattle grain for 
30 days before slaughter.” 

It would be interesting to hear a comment on 
this from some good Corn Belt feeder who has 
been pushing along a bunch of prime 2-year-old 
steers on 16 pounds of corn a day for anywhere 
between six months and a year. Or for that 
matter, from a top-notch grassland farmer who 
consistently ships fat 3-year-olds from his pas- 
tures which grade choice in the St. Louis or 
Chicago markets. Finally, I'd enjoy seeing the 
reaction of his patrons when Mr. Kriendler 
started feeding them rare filet mignon from 
beef animals fattened for only 30 days. Here- 
with, then, is an elementary lesson in what 
makes good beef; both for Art Buchwald whose 
jolly jowls proclaim him something of a trench- 
erman—and for Maxwell Kriendler whose liveli- 
hood depends in some measure on his knowl- 
edge of this important subject. ' 
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FRENCH BEEF CATTLE, it is true, are gen- 
erally fattened on grass rather than grain. This 
is primarily a matter of necessity and secon- 
darily one of choice. The famous Charollaise 
beef cattle of France, huge ahimals of a creamy 
white or mouse color, have been bred for cen- 
turies for their ability to fatten on grass. Their 
meat is somewhat different from that of our 
British breeds — Hereford, Angus and Short- 
horn—in that they build only a thin layer of 
tallow under the hide, but marble the fat all 
through the lean meat. One reason French beef 
doesn’t compare favorably with ours is that in 
France beef cattle are scarce, pasture is scarce, 
and the animals are seldom brought to a high 
finish before they go to market. 

Another reason why French beef seldom 
pleases the American palate is that, while it 
may not be aged long, it is often quite gamy 
when it goes into broiler, skillet, kettle or stew 
pan. There it is apt to be over-cooked and its 
inferior taste and quality disguised by an art- 
fully flavored sauce. The reason for this, quite 
frankly, is that few French abbatoirs, markets 
or restaurants have the cooling and and refrig- 
eration equipment which 4re standard heres in 
America. 
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ONE THING TOO SELDOM realized by even 
the quantity buyer of beef is that quality starts 
with the animal on the hoof. In other words, 
you can take a Jersey heifer or an Ozark “yel- 
low hammer” of doubtful parentage and feed it 
until it is ready to burst—and it still won't 
grade choice or prime. You get good beef by 
starting with a good beef-type animal—and then 
finishing it out properly. 

Starting. with an animal of good beef type, 
the cattleman can follow several roads to the 
production of the kind of beef you like to put 
on your dinner table. Since beef cattle are by 
nature grass eaters, it is’ entirely practical to 
turn grass into beef of excellent quality. The 
process requires good cattle, better grass than 
nine out of 10 farmers raise and considerable 
skill on the part of the cattleman. On the other 
hand, some farms are better adapted to raising 
grain than grass; and it is equally practical to 
turn this grain into beef of choice or prime 
quality. Here again, the ingredients are good 
cattle to start with, plenty of feed and judgment 
on the part of the feeder. 
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IT IS ACTUALLY HARDER to tell how to 
select a good cut of beef than to walk into the 
market and pick it out of the cooler. By and 
large, however, the best beef comes from a 
carcass of good size. Firm, white tallow and 
some marbling of fat through the lean meat are 
excellent indications of tenderness and flavor. 
A light, bright-red color generally means lack of 
ageing and, even though such meat is sometimes 
tender tasty, is undesirable. Well aged beef 
is rather dark in color, with a cast verging on 
the purple side if. it has been hung for a con- 
siderable time. Some careful study of the actual 

_ carcass or of charts showing the cuts will pay 
off, enabling you to choose those which repre- 
sent the best buy. For the farmer, the problem 
is still one of how to narrow the margin be- 
“ween what he gets for his fat steer and the 
price you pay for your porterhouse steak.

HIS week the FOX THEATER has two specimens of 

that lush Hollywood growth, Tritus Filmus Western 

Americanus, which are so utterly typical that they 
deserve to be preserved in a CornEstone or something so 
that scientists® thousand years from now 
may study the peculiar fascination this 
type of cinema fiction had on millions of 
our population, so much so that they were 
willing to see the same half dozen plots 
over and over again without missing one 
munch on the popcorn. 

The first, “DRUMS ACROSS THE 
RIVER,” is that twist on the cavalry-vs.-Indians horse- 
opera in which it is shown that Indian wars were stirred 
up by wicked men for their own fell motives.

Keeping Clean in Summer. 


NE of the major troubles 

with this world is that there 

is too darn much dirt and 
dust floating around in the air. 
This makes the job of trying to 
keep a house clean and also well 
ventiluted something of a prob- 
lem, If you keep the windows 
closed you almost suffocate and 
if you open them you _ get 
flooded with dirt. That, in the 


opinion of many, is no way to 
run a railroad. 


The simplest way to get fresh 
air and keep out the outside 
dust and dirt is to install a 
central year-around air condi- 
tioning system. This is also 
rather expensive. 


A less expensive method is to 
install window air conditioners, 
which being equipped with filt- 
ers, remove the dust and dirt 
from the air in the house. 


If you don’t like this idea 
you can buy or build a combi- 
nation fan and filter which is 
fitted into the window and 
which removes the dirt from 
the air before it is let indoors. 


An even less expensive solu- 
tion, though not quite as ef- 
fective, is to install filter 
screens in the windows. These 
work through natural circulation 
of the air and the close woven 
fabric catches the particles of 
dust and dirt. 


The efficiency of these dust 
screens, and for that matter, 
the efficiency of any unit which 
uses a filter, depends on how 
often the filter or screen is 
cleaned.

Part of Program to Ease Strain on 
Parents, Child at Children's Hospital

TINY toddler approached a 
A nurse in the lobby of St. 

Louis Children’s Hospital the 
other day and told her she want- 
ed “the book.” The nurse knew 
the book she meant. It was the 
same one several other waiting 
children. were looking at. It 
might be termed the best seller 
of Children’s Hospital except 
that it isn’t sold but given away. 


The book is “Margie Goes To 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital,” a 
coloring booklet that shows in 
pictures, the step-by-step pro- 
cedure that a child can expect 
when he enters the hospital. 
From the nurse who sticks his 
finger to the doctor who. takes 
a picture of his tummy to the 
man who “puts him to sleep” 
and to the final convalescence 
in the TV playroom and the day 
of going home, it describes a 
typical experience. 


This method of explaining to 
hospitalized youngsters what they 
may expect is only one of the 
innovations which Children’s 
Hospital has made in the com- 
plex, often criticized field of 
children’s hospitalization. Re - 
laxed visiting regulations, con- 
sideration of a child’s emotional 
as well as physical reactions, plus 
a general humanized attitude 
that a parent is entitled to feel 
that “his is the only child in the 
hospital” are among them. 


Responsible for much of this 
common sense consideration is a 
tiny, wiry dynamo named Eliza- 
beth O’Connell, superintendent 
of nurses at Children’s and in- 
structor in pediatric nursing for 
Washington University. 

Miss O’Conneli is such a half- 
pint that a child patient, when 
told she was one of “the bosses,” 
said skeptically, “Well, she sure 
don’t look like it.” In energy 
and enthusiasm, however, Miss 
O’Connell makes up for her size, 
managing to be everywhere at 
once, to fill her own job and fill 
in for others, without losing her 
concern for every patient and 
every parent. 

“Anyone. who's worked with 
children knows why the parents 
are so worried,” she says. “To 
every parent, his is the most 
important child in the hospital. 
We understand their concern 
and we try to.do everything we 


-can to help. One‘ of the things 


we've been doing for the past 
two years is permitting parents 
of younger patients, the two-to- 
seven-year-olds who have trouble 
adjusting, to stay with them 
— first two days in the hos- 
pital. : 


“On the first day the parents 
can stay until bedtime dnd on 
the second day they can come 
back as early as they want and 
stay all day. - It’s worked so 
beautifully that now we've ex- 
tended it to all the divisions ex- 
cept the tiny babies; theirs is 
the largest division and the 
physical set-up is such that it 
would be too crowded and do 
more harm than good. 


“After the first two days, our 

licy is to let pare visit dur- 

g daily visiting hours, although 
if their children are on the criti- 
cal list, they can stay all day 
and all night. We don’t think 
this is the complete answer. The 
best situation would be for par- 
ents to come and go at will, but 
the average hospi y 
an older one such as this—just 


isn’t built to accommodate 
em.” 


Sometimes, if a parent is per- 
mitted to stay around long 


“enough, Miss O’Connell has 


found, much of their concern is 
alleviated. 


“As an example,” she recalls, 
“a little girl came in with an 
acute appendix condition. She 
was recovering simultaneously 
from a communicable disease 
and it was a lot for her to take. 
Her mother stayed the day of 
surgery and then, the next morn- 
ing, insisted on staying that day, 
00. 


“I could see that something 
was bothering her so I said it 
would be all right. That evening 
I was about to suggest to her that 
she spend the night with rela- 
tives here—she was from out of 
town—and try to get some rest. 
Before I could suggest it, she 
said, ‘I’ve called my relatives 
and I’m staying with them to- 
night. I'll be back tomorrow dur- 
ing visiting hours.’ 


“She then went on to tell me 
she had another daughter at 
home who'd been a hospital pa- 
tient elsewhere and had had a 
bad experience.’ That was why 
she’d been so worried. ‘But I’ve 
stayed here long enough,’ she 
said, ‘to see that you know how 
to handle , children.’ Now we 
could have talked to that mother 
until doomsday but we never 
could have convinced her until 


_ she saw for herself.” .

ARENTS can help hospital au- 

thorities greatly by preparing 

children for their experiences 
there, Miss O’Connell points out. 
Because many parents are unfa- 
miliar with hospital routine, she 
suggests they read books to their 
children, such books available 
commercially as “Johnny Goes 
To The Hospital,” “No More Ton- 
sils,” or their own, “Margie Goes 
To St. Louis Children’s Hospi- 
tal.” Whenever possible, this 
book is sent to children who ex- 
pect to come to Children’s Hos- 
pital. Those who arrive without 
advance notice are given the 
book on arrival, and it is also 
made available to pediatricians 
> give to hospital-bound chil- 

en, 


Parents also can help hospi- 
tal authorities by hiding as much 
a! tae anxiety as possible, she 
adds. 


“The reason some doctors are 
reluctant to have parents around 
is that parents are apprehensive 
and this is noticeable to the 
child and doesn’t help his con- 
dition,” she points out. “Per- 
sonally, I think if there’s ever 
a time when a child needs his 
mother and a mother needs her 
child, it’s when he’s ill. I often 

ink, too, of the mixed feelings 
a mother must have, stepping 
back and letting someone else 
pod over the care of her sick 


“There’s another practical 
consideration. Hospitalization is 
expensive and parents worry 
about that. It’s foolish to say 
to a parent, ‘don’t worry.’ What 
we do ask them to do it to try to 
hide their apprehensions from 
their child.” 

Miss O’Connell feels that an- 
other way in which parents can 
help the hospital is by being 
truthful to the child. She gets 
disheartened when she hears her 
father say, as one did the other 
day to a crying child, “Don’t cry

Praised for her “thorough un- 
derstanding” of her field, both 
by Administrator Estelle Clai- 
borne and Chief af Staff Dr.

“wrapped up” a four-club con- 
tract. 


It is clear that both partners, 
North and South, had fingers in 
this pie, but North’s guilt -was 
far greater than South's. The 
latter should have reopened the 
bidding, when it got around to 
him, with an overcall of two 
clubs, not one no-trump, but the 
actual choice made by South cer- 
tainly did not give North license 
to bid three diamonds on his 
anemic holding. . 


In the postmortem South said 
that he had considered three 
different actions on the first 
round—a double of one spade, 
a two-club overcall, and the one 
no-trump. He had rejected the 
double becausegit would prob- 
ably get the one response South 
feared—a diamond response. 
Andhe had chosen the no-trump 
call rather than two clubs be- 
cause it was “cheaper.” 


To repeat, this was bad rea- 
soning on South's part— two 
clubs was a much better bid 
than one no-trump—but when 
West took the remarkable course 
of rebidding spades instead of 
showing his good diamond suit, 
South might have straightened 
out matters if North had passed. 
(If North insisted on’ getting 
into the act, two no-trump was 
a far better choice than three 
diamonds.) It is always a par- 
ticularly bad mistake to take ac- 
tion on a weak hand “out of po- 
sition’”—meaning, when partner 
still has a further chance to 
compete. ‘
